{HE MATHEMATICS OF INTEREST 
by Dr. Thomas P. Sheahen 

Q. I don’t have a lot of moncy to spare, but I could add 
520 or so to my mortgage or car payment every. month. Should. 
I bother? Would it help me? 

It is defmitely a good idea to pay debt ahead of time, if 
you possibly can. Always pay off the debt with the highest 
interest rate first. If you have credit card debt, that will 
run about 18% interest per year, Pay that off as fast as you 
can. Then, to keep from slipping back into debt, get a 
“debit” card (where the money is already there — paid in 
advance) and use that instead of a credit card. 

Behind credit card debt, the next most expensive debt 
is usually an auto loan. It might have an interest rate of 
9% or so. The sooner you pay it off, the less total money 
you'll part with for the car. 

Only when all your other loans are paid off should you 
start to pay down principal on your mortgage. The inter- 
est r-"e on that loan may be 5% or 6%, and it’s very diffi- 
cu / Orrow money cheaper than that. 

+ fact, a lot of people go the other way, taking ona 
greater mortgage loan in order to get out from under 
more expensive debt. Taking out a home equity loan is a 
wav to consolidate debts, pay off credit cards and stop 
paying 18% interest. Paying a bank 7% or 8% for a second 
mortgage is a much better deal for the borrower. Why 
would one bank loan you money at 8% when another 
wants 18%? The big difference is that when a house is 
security for a loan, the bank’s risk drops way down, and 
hence it doesn't feel the need to charge as high an interest 
rate. 

Some numerical examples may help make all this 
clear: 

Suppose you have a house mortgage for $200,000 at 
6% over 30 years: 6% of $200,000 is $12,000 annually, so 
$1,000 per month goes to pay interest. In order to start 
paying down the principal, the bank would set the 
monthly payment at just about $1,200. So after one pay- 
ment, you owe “only” $198,800. The fraction going to 
pay down principal keeps increasing a little with every 
payment, and after 30 years it's all paid off.

card at $10,000, and is being charged 18% interest. With- 
out ever making another, purchase, how long will it take 
to pay that off? The mathematics works just like a mort- 
gage: Suppose the minimum payment due is $154.33. If 
you only pay $154:33 each month, it will take you 20 
years to retire the debt, and during that span you will have 
paid over $27,000 in interest. But if you pay $180/month, 
you'll pay it all off in 10 years. If you pay $50/month 
above the minimum, you'll be paid off in 7% years, and if: 
you can pay $100 more than the minimum, you'll be free 
in 5 years. 

Pay off credit card debt just as fast as you possibly can. 
Those advertisements that say “no payments until next 
Januarv” mav be tempting, but what the credit card com- 
panies are really offering is the opportunity for them to 
make 18% on their money, at your expense. 

The numbers for a car loan are in between, but it still is 
a sound practice to pay off your car loan early. Your extra 
$20 per month may not seem like much, but it offsets 
some interest. For a $10,000 car loan over 5 years at 9% 
interest, your monthly payment would be $207.58, 2/3 of 
which goes toward paying down the principal. Add $20 
monthly to the payment and you'll have it paid off 6 
months early. More significantly: On that $10,000 loan, 
over 5 years you'll part with $2,455 in interest — that’s 
nearly 4 the original amount of the loan. Add $20 
monthly to the payment and the grand total interest drops 
to $2,178. That’s a savings of $277, just for gradually 
handing over a cumulative $1,080 a little earlier than re- 
quired.

Chromium, Weight Gain, 
and Diabetes 


Chromium is a trace element that has been shown to 
improve the action of insulin in the body. Insulin 
promotes the utilization and storage of sugar (glucose). 
In people with Type 2 diabetes, the body is resistant to 
the effects of insulin. This insulin resistance eventually 
leads to high blood sugar (hyperglycemia). Recently, a 
Study evaluated the effects of chromium in people with 
diabetes. In this study, 25 individuals diagnosed with 
Type 2 diabetes for at least 6 months received either 
glipizide extended-release tablets combined with either 
a placebo tablet or chromium piccolinate 1000 mcg 


daily. 


Glipizide is used commonly to treat diabetes. Weight 
gain is a known side effect of therapy with glipizide and 
other drugs in its class. The study participants who 
received supplementation with chromium gained 
significantly less weight during the 41 week study 


period. 


Individuals with diabetes should discuss 


chromium with their health care provider, and check 
their blood sugar more frequently if chromium is added 


to their regimen.

A e Wow, you've really got a chal- 
elenge there! Both toy poodles 
and dachshunds are energetic, smart 
dogs with instinctive guard-dog men- 
talities. Dachshunds think they are 10 
times bigger than they-really are, and 
like to vocalize that fact. Poodles are 
real scrappers, and like to vocalize that 
fact. 

What I mean is, both dogs need a 
firm hand at the reins. Constant obedi- 
ence training is important: Both need 
to respond to your command to sit and 
stay, no matter what excitement is 
occurring. Both need to become more 
socialized to humans, if possible, to 
reduce aggressiveness townd 
strangers. 

Because specific and regular train- 
ing is needed, I recommend that you 
purchase and keep on hand an obedi- 
ence trainmg book specifically written 
for each breed: one for the poodle, one 
for the dachshund.

The Loar Auxiliary of 
Garrett County Memorial 
Hospital recently made a 
donation of $50,000 to the 
Garrett County Memorial 
Hospital Foundation to be 
used toward the purchase 
of a new, state-of-the-art CT 
(computerized tomography) 
scanner. Funding for the 
new equipment, a $750,000 
investment, is the latest proj- 
ect undertaken by the hospi- 
tal’s foundation. 

“Having the Loar Aux- 
iliary kick off the founda- 
tion’s fundraising effort for 
a new CT scanner with a 
gift of $50,000 is just one 
example of the generosity 
and dedication of the aux- 
iliary members,” said Kathy 
Greaser, foundation direc- 
tor. “The Loar Auxiliary has 
a long history of support, 
and has donated in excess 
of $150,000 to the hospital 
foundation.” 

A CT scan, sometimes 
called CAT scan, uses spe- 
cial X-ray equipment to ob- 
tain image data from differ- 
ent angles around the body, 
and then uses computer pro- 
cessing of the information to 
show a cross section of body 
tissues and organs. 

CT imaging is one of the 
most widely used diagnos- 
tic tools at Garrett County 
Memorial Hospital, with 
nearly 6,000 CT imaging 
procedures performed an- 
nually, many of which are 
on trauma patients in emer- 
gency situations needing 
immediate diagnostic infor- 
mation, Greaser said. 

“The CT scanner is the 
proverbial ‘workhorse’ of 
the hospital,” said Dr. Rich- 
ard Perry, chief of emergen- 
cy medicine at GCMH. “If 
I were offered only one diag- 
nostic tool at my disposal in 
the emergency department, 
there is no question it would 
be the CT scanner.” 

The acquisition of the 
scanner advances the tech- 
nology from a 2-slice scan- 
ner to a 16-slice scanner,

grass areas and. are called 
meadow mushrooms, which 
are even better than their 
cousin, the bigger horse 
mushrooms. Both of them 
share some of the same 
characteristics, with the 
pale, smooth, beige top with 
pale pink gills that later be- 
come brown.

One key rule to avoiding 
deadly varieties of wild 
mushrooms is to avoid pure 
white mushrooms with 
white gills, which are very 
deadly.

our puffballs are edible, es- 
pecially the giant ones, and 
the white flesh is delicious. 
Puffballs with green, purple, 
or yellow flesh are not edi- 
ble.

If you are lucky 
to find some good fall wild 
mushrooms, you can use 
them like supermarket 
mushrooms in pasta sauces, 
etc. The best use is to satu- 
rate them in real butter, and 
not margarine or olive oil, 
as butter beats everything 
for flavor. Of course, as a 
dairy farmer’s daughter, | 
am always happy to pro- 
mote dairy products. But 
beware of picking poison- 
ous mushrooms, as eating 
them can be fatal.

Chickenpox is caused by the varicel/a-zoster virus. Less than 
two weeks after exposure, a red itchy rash breaks out on the face, 
scalp, chest and back and can spread across the entire body. A 
fever, mild headache, stomachache, and irritability may precede 
or accompany the rash. The rash begins as spots which turn into 
blisters that break open and crust over New spots may continue 
to appear for several days. This virus is spread through direct 
contact with the rash or by coughing or sneezing. Chickenpox is 
highly contagious and quickly spreads through childcare facilities 


People who have received the chickenpox vaccine (Varivax) 
as well as those who have had the disease in the past are usually 
immune to the virus. Although chickenpox is usually mild, serious 
cases may occur, especially among newborns and pregnant 
women. Medications may be prescribed to reduce the likelihood 
of complications in high-risk individuals. Antivirals such as 
acyclovir and varicella-zoster immune globulin (VZIG) may be 
prescribed for the treatment of chickenpox. Persons with 
chickenpox should not take aspirin, as this may cause a serious

Strawberries 
by Willie Lantz, 

Extension Educator 

The Garrett County Co- 
Operative Extension office 
will host a field day for pro- 
ducers and other interested 
persons to learn more about 
the producuon of day neu 
tral strawberries on Tues- 
day, Sept. 26. 

Day neutral strawberries, 
or sometimes called ever- 
bearers, produce fruit dur- 
ing the summer instead of 
producing one crop in the 
late spring. 

Dr. Harry Swartz, Uni- 
versity of Maryland, has 
identified Garrett County as 
an excellent place to pro- 
duce day neutral strawber- 
ries because of our cool 
summer conditions. One 
disadvantage in Garrett 
County is the harsh winter 
conditions. 

The project that partici- 
pants in the field day will 
have a chance to view is an 
annual day neutral straw- 
berry production system. In 
this system, the day neutral 
strgwberry plants are started 
in,a greenhouse much the 
same way tomatoes are 
started. Then, plants are 
planted outside in the spring 
of the year, fruited during 
the summer, and then re- 
moved from the field in the 
fall of the year. 

New varieties of day neu- 
tral strawberry plants devel- 
oped by Dr. Swartz and 
others in England have pro- 





duced one to two pounus of 
fruit per plant using this 
system. The planting at 
Garrett College 1s an annual 
planting using a Galifornia 
variety called “seascape " 
Early results indicate that 
this variety, which is less 
adapted to the area, will 
produce around one half to 
One pound per year. The 
project at Garrett College is 
funded by a Northeast 
SARE (Sustainable Agricul- 
ture Research and Educa- 
tion) three-year grant. The 
main purpose behind the 
research is to further de- 
velop the summer produc- 
tion of high valuable fruits 
such as strawberries. 

The field day will begin 
at 2:30 p.m., and will start 
in the CAOS building 
(behind the Garrett College 
dormitory). 

Later that same evening, 
interested persons will also 
have the chance to visit two 
local farms that are produc- 
ing fruit in high tunnels. A 
high tunnel is a low-cost 
greenhouse structure that 
has no heat or ventilation 
system. The high tunnel is 
used to extend the season 
and to increase fruit quality 
by decreasing diseases. 

The first stop on the tour 
will be at the farm of Dan

Shallmar Mine 
Cleanup Effort 
Wins Award 


The Interior Depart- 
ment’s Office of Surface 
Mining (OSM) recognized 
environmental excellence in 
five states presenting its an- 
nual Abandoned Mine Land 
(AML) Reclamation Awards 
at the National Association 
of Abandoned Mine Land 
Programs annual conference 
this week. 

The awards honored 
“outstanding” abandoned 
mine reclamation projects in 
Pennsylvania, Iowa, North 
Dakota, Montana, and 
Maryland. 

The Category II National 
Award recognized Mary- 
land Department of Envi- 
ronment, Bureau of Mines, 
for reclamation and acid 
mine drainage treatment at 
the Shallmar Coal Refuse in 
Garrett County.

Gnegy Running 
As A Write-In 
For GC Sheriff 


Capt. Larry Gnegy offi- 
cially filed on Monday as a 
write-in candidate for Gar- 
rett County sheriff in the 
upcoming November gen- 
eral election. He will face 
Chief Deputy Gary Berke- 
bile. Both ran on the Repub- 
lican ticket in the Sept. 12 
primary election. 

When polls closed that 
evening, Berkebile led Gn- 
egy by only seven votes. 
Following the count of 
absentee, provisional, and 
military ballots, Berkebile 
extended his lead by eight 
more votes. 

According to the Garrett 
County Board of Elections, 
Berkebile received 2,210 
votes; Gnegy, 2,195; and 
Harland Tichnell received 
665 votes. Tichnell, a for- 
mer chief deputy with the 
sheriff's office, also ran on 
the Republican ticket. No 
Democrats ran for the of- 
fice. 

Only 41.4 percent of Gar- 
rett County’s 16,028 regis- 
tered voters cast ballots in 
the primary, according to the 
Board of Elections. 

Gnegy said he filed as a 
write-in candidate because 
he and Berkebile each re- 
ceived less than 45 percent 
of the votes cast for sheriff 
in the primary. 

“Therefore, we cannot 
possibly have a clear picture 
of the will of the major- 
ity of the voters of Garrett 
County,” Gnegy said. “The 
final result of 15 votes be- 
tween the two of us repre- 
sents less than one-tenth of 
the total registered voters in 
Garrett County. Since the 
sheriff of Garrett County 
will serve all of the people 
— Democrats, Independents, 
and Republicans — | feel that 
all of the registered voters 
of the county should have 
the opportunity to make this 
choice for themselves.” 

Director Steve Fratz, 
Garrett County Board of 
Elections, said the voting 
procedure for write-in candi- 
dates in the general election 
will be posted in all polling 
places, along with a list of 
statewide authorized write- 
in candidates. 

He also provided the fol- 
lowing information: 

Voting units: Every 
race will have a box under 
the candidate and a line that 
says “WRITE-IN.” If a vot- 
er selects that box, an alpha- 
betical keyboard will appear.

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Members of the newly 
ormed Garrett Engineer-' 
ing and Robotics Society 
(GEARS) asked the county 
commissioners this week 
to support a robotics and 
technology learning center. 
The facility would be lo- 
cated in the former Phenix 
Technologies building in the 
Central Garrett Industrial 
Park in Accident. 

The building is owned 
by the county and has been 
vacant for about two years, 
following Phenix's move to 
a new, bigger facility at the 
park. 

Society members attend- 
ing the meeting were tech- 
nology development officer 
Frank Shap, Garrett County 
Department of Economic 
Development; Chuck Traut- 
wein, Arlene Lantz, and 
Josh Hinebaugh, GC Board 
of Education; Titus Beitzel, 
Beitzel Corporation; and 
physicist PHil Malone. All 
volunteer their time to men- 
tor students. 

Shap said an annual 
Operating budget of about 
$15,000 would be needed for 
utilities and snow removal. 
The club, however, would 
fund itself through dues, 
grants, and donations. 

Center supporters noted 
that there was a growing 
interest in robotics among 
local students. Various tech- 
nology camps and robotics 
competitions for students 
have been held during the 
last several years. Even first 
and second graders learn 
to build simple machines 
with Legos®. The students 
test-drive, modify, and retest 
their machines to find ways 
to make them work more 
easily, noted Lantz. 


In only its second year of 
competition, the FIRST (For 
Inspiration and Recognition 


of Science and Technology) 
Team 1629, made up of 
students from Northern and 
Southern high schools, won 
a regional robotics competi- 
tion in March against 63 
other teams. 

“First place is great,” 
Trautwein said. But what 
excites him more about pro- 
grams like FIRST is that 
students have the oppor- 
tunity to work with local 
mentors and other experts 
outside their community. 

“Relationships are what 
is going to last, and that is 
what is going to have an 
impact on the lives of these 
children,” he said. 

Society members see the 
center as a chance to expand 
upon what they have been 
doing with their various 
programs and expose even 
more students, as well as 
adults, to the growing field 
of robotics. 

“The time has come to 
take it up to the next level,” 
Malone said. “To try and 
come up with an overrid- 
ing management plan, or 
an Organizational structure, 
to form an umbrella for all 
these programs to work un- 
der.” 

Center participants 
would learn about technol- 
ogy, train for and hold ro- 
botics competitions, and 
work in teams to solve prob- 
lems. The experience could 
lead to high-paying jobs in- 
side and outside of Garrett 
County. 

Economic Development 
director Jim Hinebaugh said 
the funding for the center's 
operational budget could 
come from his department.

Pope Benedict of the Roman Catholic Church 
became the center of a major controversy recently 
after citing an obscure Medieval text that character- 
1Zes some Of the teachings of Islam's founder as “evil 
and’ inhuman.” The backlash has been widespread 
and even deadly, as a Catholic nun was murdered as 
part of that response. There have been protests and 

_ demonstrations by the score, involving thousands of 
. Muslims, in many parts of the world. There have 
been death threats made toward the Pope. 

How interesting it is to compare the response to 
words spoken at the United Nations last week by 
Venezuela's president, Hugo Chavez, who called 
President Bush the devil and an alcoholic, among 
other things. Regardless of what one thinks of the 
president, regardless of whether one is a Democrat 
or a Republican, does it not seem exceedingly bra- 
zen of Chavez to condenm Bush in this way, and do 
so on American soil!? Yet to our knowledge there 
has been not a single demonstration anywhere in the 
world, by Americans or any of our allies. There have 
been no rocks thrown through the windows of a sin- 
gle Venezuelan embassy. There have not even been 
any signs posted or protests staged in front of Vene- 
zuela-backed Citgo gasoline stations anywhere in the 
country. 

In no way is this meant to be even a hint that 
Americans should respond with violence to this 
guy's comments. And we dre pleased and proud that 
members of both major political parties, as well as 
some of our newspapers, have responded with ver- 
bal/written criticism of Chavez and his remarks. 
Rep. Charles Rangle, a Democrat from New York, 
said, "Even though many people in the United States 
are critical of our president, we resent the fact that 
he (Chavez) would come to the United States and 
criticize President Bush... You (Chavez).doa't-coa- 
demn my president.” 

Several New York newspapers called Chavez a 
"jerk" and the "Caracas Crackpot,” and told Chavez 
to "ZIP IT!" 

Even better, 7-Eleven Inc. has decided to drop 
Citgo as its gasoline supplier. While several factors 
apparently went into the decision, a spokesperson 
for 7-Eleven said, "Certainly Chavez's position and 
statements over the past year or so didn't tempt us to 
stay with Citgo.” 

So there are a variety of ways to respond to verbal 
attacks, and we're pleased that Americans seem to be 
taking the high road, at least in this case. Another 
excellent response would be to do what we advo- 
cated in this column last week - do everything we 
can as a nation to eliminate our dependence upon 
foreign oil.

State Vows To Move Forward 
With Electronic Voting System

The Maryland State 
Board of Elections vowed 
Tuesday to move forward 
with fixes to Maryland's 
troubled electronic voting 
system, despite Gov. Robert 
L. Ehrlich's advocacy of a 
move to paper ballots before 
the Nov. 7 general election. 

"We will work around 
the clock to get it right,” 
Said state election board 
chairman Gilles W. Burger, 
echoing remarks made by 
State election administrator 
Linda H. Lamone at the 
Sept. 20 Board of Public 
Works meeting. 

At a two-hour meeting 
with representatives from 
Diebold Election Systems 
Inc., the company that de- 
veloped Maryland's voting 
system, the board virtually 
ignored the governor's pub- 
lic call for a paper system 
and instead focused on tech- 
nical support, election judge 
training, and mechanical 
and software failures. 

Diebold _ representatives 
said they were already on 
their way to correcting the 
glitches that resulted in long 
lines and voter confusion 
during the Sept. 12 primary 

-election;-including-a-tic that 
caused electronic _ polling 
books to re-boot automati- 
cally after checking in about 
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40 voters. 

Burger did suggest that 
polling places stock an 
“over-abundance of provi- 
sional ballots" during the 
general election. But that 
was as close as the discus- 
sion came to a move toward 
a paper-based voting or 
voter check-in system.

The Illusionist, directed by Neil Burger and based on 
the short story "Eisenheim the Illusionist” by Steven Mill- 
hauser, is a thought provoking movie about the life of 
Eisenheim the Illusionist (Edward Norton), a mysterious 
showman, who must use his wits and his magic to win his 
lady's freedom (if possible) and out-smart the arrogant 
bad-guy, Prince Leopold (Rufus Sewell), heir to the 
throne of the Austria-Hungarian empire. 

Set in 1900 Vienna, when séances and psychic phe- 
nomena were the vogue, Eisenheim the Illusionist can 
seemingly conjure up the dead, make an orange tree in- 
stanteously grow out of a box, and prevent the Crown 
Prince from pulling his own sword out of the floor. His 
spell-binding tricks seem to defy natural law, and many in 
his audience are convinced that the mysterious illusionist 
has special supernatural powers. 

And maybe this is so. Leopold doesn't think so, and 
Chief Inspector Uhl (Paul Giamatti), puzzles over the 
dazzling tricks as he investigates Eisenheim's life. The 
boy, he discovers, had been touched by an other-worldly 
event — an event that foreshadowed his future. The 
young Eisenheim had met a stranger on a solitary country 
road. The cloaked stranger, sitting under a tree, had 
showed the youngster a magic trick, had told him to Jeart 
magic, and then disappeared into thin air. As if that was 
not enough, the inspector. learned that the cabinet maker's 
son had fallen in love with a girl far above his social class, 
an impossible love that forced the boy to leave home and 
seek his fortune elsewhere. 

Fifteen years later he shows up again in Vienna as Eis- 
enheim the Illusionist, and quickly becomes a sensation. 
Leopold attends one of Eisenheim's magic shows and 
sends Princess Sophie (Jessica Biel) to the stage as a vol- 
unteer. Eiseheim recognizes Sophie as the girl he left be- 
hind, and the attraction between the two is rekindled. But 
Leopold won't have it, and orders Chief Inspector Uhl 
(Paul Giamatti) to expose Eisenheim as a fraud, lock him 
up, and destroy his career. 

It's a story about people getting blocked from the things 
they want, then trying to remove the blocks. The Crown 
Prince wants worldly power and an illustrious marriage, 
Eisenheim wants the lost love of his life, Inspector Uhl 
wants an honorable career and promotion, and Sophie 
wants love and freedom. What makes this movie so 
charming is the magic of not knowing what will happen 
or how will it happen, because everything is smoke and 
mirrors, Will Eisenheim use his supernatural abilities (if 
he even has them) to do the impossible — to rise above 
his social standing, take on the dark Prince, and win the 
girl? Will the girl escape the Prince and the grip of her 
social class? Will the inspector corrupt himself to further 
his career, or will the ambitious Prince bend people to his 
desire? 

The IMlusionist is a catchy, intriguing story that's made 
better by the director's eye and the fme cast of actors. Nor- 
ton is an illusionist himself, who brings subtlety, depth, 
and passion to all the of characters I've seen him play, 
whether evil or good. He stunned me in Primal Fear.(1996) 
with his ability to express angelic innocence and vicious 
hate in one character, both sides equally captivating. In 
the Ilusionist, Eisenheim is a good man, but a mysterious 
one, who challenges the dark forces, but on his own 
terms. Norton's eyes, the gaze, the charisma, the looks — 
the black hair, the goatee, the tall, slim body — seem 
made for the role. He's fun to watch because of the poise 
and intelligence he brings to the role. 

Sewell is well suited to the role of a Crown Prince. He 
brings authenticity to both sides of his character — the 
Suave manner of a high-bom aristocrat, coupled with the 
ruthless intelligence of a man who wields power for his 
own ends. He's not a man to cross. Giamatti is a surprise 
as Inspector Uhl. Although, he seems miscast, he brings 
passion to the complex role of an officer of the Crown 
who must balance corruption, career, and conscience. Biel 
shines as the Princess Sophie, a woman reborn by love, 
yet cautiously aware of the people who would destroy it. 
Beautiful, talented, and sensitive, this maybe the big 
breakout role she's been looking for. 

A younger audience may miss some of the subtle com- 
plexities, choices, and challenges the characters must face, 
but still enjoy the magic tricks and the more obvious plot 
developments. Burger didn't use a lot of extra special ef- 
fects. I understand that many of the tricks used in the 
movie were recreated from the same ones used during 
that time period, giving this aspect of the movie more au- 
thenticity. 

Burger is a good storyteller. He weaves together ro- 
mance, drama, and mystery in a satisfying and subtle 

ay. asy (0 Wa y a of the past because 
of Burger's attention to detail — the bulldings, the cos- 
tumes, and the atmosphere accurately reflect the period. 
There are so many good reasons to like this movie — the 
fme cast, the good story, the mysticism, and the idea that 
a movie can still subtly portray the inner challenges of the 
human condition and the choices we make that allow us 
to gain or lose a measure of our soul.

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Oakland Man 
Gets Jail Time 
For Assault 


In a court hearing 
week, David Wayne Welch, 
44, Oakland, pleaded guilty 
to second-degree assault 
and was sentenced to serve 
one year of a three-year jail 
term and to undergo two 
years of supervised proba- 
tion, court records showed. 

Welch and the victim 
were staying at a friend's 
house on Stockslager Road 
in August, and the defen- 
dant became violent when 
the victim asked him not to 
drink. He then pushed her 
down, causing her to fall 
into a cluster of rocks. She 
broke her arm and fractured 
her spine, according to the 
court records. 

In other court news, Otis

Kevin Harvick's recent string of good luck ran out when 
he blew an engine 33 laps from the finish at Dover on 
Sunday, but car owner Richard Childress still had plenty to 
celebrate.

Chevy and driver Jetf Burton. who broke a 175-race winless 
streak with his Dover win. Burton also took the points lead 
from Harvick, who dropped to fifth, 54 points behind his 
teammate. 

Between the two drivers, Childress has three consecutive 
Cup victories and holds two of the top five positions in the 
Chase with eight races to go. 

The latest victory also was an exoneration of sorts for 
Childress’ teams after unsubstantiated news reports 
claimed that Harvick’s win at New Hampshire was aided by 
trick wheels.

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ALLELOPATHY 
by Dr. Stephen Parks 

Dr. Thomas Sheahen has invited guest columnist Dr. 
Stephen Parks to answer this week's Everyday Scientist question. 

Q. Why do some trees turn red and other trees yellow in 
the fall? 

When we were little we learned that birds sing in the 
spring because they are joyful and in love! Then we got 
older and discovered what birdsong really says: “This is 
private property. Keep moving, buddy!” 

Is this going to happen with fall colors too? All those 
grand and joyful colors, nature’s last defiant celebratory 
outburst before winter sets in, express hostility? In some 
cases that is true. 

It’s all about survival, of course. The main reason trees 
drop their leaves, is to cut their losses before the leaves are 
killed by the frost. They pull as much as they can of their 
capital out of leaves and move it to their roots, storing it 
there till spring. The photosynthetic chlorophyll and some 
other stuff are converted to sugar, then stored as starch 
until spring. The yellow colors are a side-effect of the pro- 

cess. That is what is left after the salvage is complete. 

But the red colors are something else indeed. The red 
color in maple leaves, for example, is a chemical the trees 
produce in late fall, at considerable metabolic expense. Its 
sole purpose is to leach into the soil around the tree and 
inhibit competing plants’ seeds from sprouting in the 
spring. This phenomenon is one example of chemical allelo- 
pathy. It’s just one example of how a plant can harm the 
competition. 

There are other ways to do the same thing. In Australia 
there are dry-climate trees of the Melaluka and Eucalyptus 
families. They conspire to cause forest fires, in order to 
prevent shrubbery from sucking precious water out of the 
soil below. The dry leaves contain a lot of oil. After falling 
from the trees, they just lie around waiting for a spark. 
When the spark comes, the undergrowth gets burned up, 
but the thick punky bark of the trees insulates them from 
serious harm. 

Oak and pine leaves contain large amounts of tannin. 
This gets into the soil and makes it quite acidic, and the 
acid prevents many small plant species from prospering. 
There are exceptions, plants which co-evolved with oak 
and pine and really like acidic soils: Blueberries and azal- 
eas for example. 

One really clever thing that oak trees do is provide a 
comfortable home for the chestnut blight. That affliction, 
which wiped out nearly all of North America’s chestnut 
trees in the 1920s and 1930s, did not completely die out 
subsequently, but lives symbiotically in the oak tree with- 
out harming it. 

As for this author, he still intends to go hiking this Oc- 
tober and enjoy the beautiful yellows and reds. They can’t 
hurt me, and that’s all that counts. Right?

OCTOBER 2006 SUN - As October opens, the sun is 
in the star group Virgo, where it stays till the last day of 
October. The sun spends Halloween and the first three 
weeks of November in the star group Libra. (These dates 
are based on the actual star group boundaries in contrast 
to the astrology dates, set 2500 years, during which 
Earth's axis has changed direction.) The amount of 
sunlight each day in October slowly drops; there are about 
11.7 hours in early October and about 10.5 hours as Octo- 
ber ends. Sunrise in Oakland on October 1 is 7:14 a.m. 
(DST); sunrise on October 31 is 6:46 a.m. (EST). Sunset 
times drop back from 7 p.m. (DST) at the start of the 
month to about 5:16 p.m. (EST) as the month ends. Dur- 
ing October, the sun's peak height drops from 47 degrees 
to 36 degrees. In the morning, stars begin to fade away 
around 6:30 a.m., while the evening stars first appear at 
7:30 p.m. (both times are DST). 


OCTOBER 2006 MOON - As October opens, the 
evening moon is about half full in the evening sky, ap- 
pearing as a tilted letter "D," Along the moon's straighter 
edge, the sun is rising, highlighting the craters and moun- 
tam ranges as seen in binoculars or telescopes. The moon 
is full on the evening of October 6, then shining in Pisces. 
This full moon is the harvest moon, lingering in the early 
evening sky for the following few nights. The crescent 
moon appears near the planet Saturn on the morning of 
October 16 in the southeastern dawn. In late October, the 
moon reappears as a crescent in the western dusk. On 
October 29, the moon appears 1/2 full in the evening sky, 
showing off its craters and mountains. 


FHE-SOLAR-S¥STEM-IN. OCTOBER” 2006-="Our 
five nearest planetary neighbors appear as points of light 
that shine steadily, unlike the bright night stars that twin- 
kle. The only evening planet is the bright planet Jupiter in 
early October. Look for Jupiter very low in the western 
twilight as it begins to get dark. Jupiter outshines all the 
night stars with its steady light. The planets Venus, Mars 
and Mercury are at low an angle from the sun to be seen 
in October. The planet Saturn appears near the bottom of 
Leo's sickle in the southeastern dawn sky. 


THE EVENING STARS IN OCTOBER - The two 
brightest stars are white-blue Vega, high in the west and 
golden Capella, low in the northeast. As Vega descends, 
Capella rises. The Big Dipper is close to the northern hori- 
zon on October evenings. High in the north is Cassiopeia, 
whose brightest 5 stars appear as a tilted letter "M." On 
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moonless evenings, the Milky Way can be seen running 
across Cassiopeia. Low in the eastern sky is the 7 Sisters, 
or Pleiades star cluster, resembling a tiny dipper.

Degeneration Risk 


The macula is the part of the eye that is responsible 
for fine vision. When the macula is damaged, fine 
vision is lost or is diminished. In the U.S. and Europe, 
macular degeneration is the most common cause of 
severe vision loss in persons aged 55 and older. 

Numerous studies have shown that people who 
consume large quantities of dark, leafy green 
vegetables (herbs used for food) have less risk for 
this serious problem. These plants contain nutrients 
called carotenoids. (Some supplements contain 
carotenoids from plants.) Two carotenoids /utein and 
Zeaxanthin are concentrated in the retinas of humans 


and other primates.

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THINKING AND ACTING MY AGE

Ever since I joined the ranks of octogenarians several 
years ago, | have been flaunting my age, saying that “age 
Is an attitude,” and not thinking too seriously about the 
fact that I am growing older. Even though I had accepted 
the fact that I could no longer run up and down stairs as I 
used to do and I knew that I could not keep pace with my 
daughters who do everything at what my husband would 
have called “flank speed,” I still refused to think and act 
my age. Then recently two things happened that made me 
confront my own mortality and accept the fact that being 
80 is not the same as being 50. 

The first of these was an incident I never thought 
would ever happen to me. I have always been a strong 
swimmer, confident of my ability to handle myself in the 
water, given any reasonable conditions. The thought that 
I might exit this world by drowning was simply unrealis- 
tic. Yet that is what nearly happened last month. I nearly 
drowned in Deep Creek Lake. 

I had gone into the water to swim a few laps from our 
dock to one about 30 yards away, as I have done many 
days each summer for over 50 years. The water was 
bouncing, with a windblown chop ruffling the surface and 
boat waves rocking into shore. I went off the end of our 
dock where the water is about 10 feet deep and began to 
swim backstroke. By the fiftH or sixth stoke I became very 
dizzy. The sky was moving in circles. My swim goggles 
blocked any peripheral vision so 1 could not see the shore. 
I was disoriented. In a few seconds I could not see the 
sky. My head was under water. 

I breathe through my mouth when I swim, and I tried 
to get a breath of air, but I could not get my mouth out of 
the water. I took in a big gulp of water — then another. I 
felt that I was turning somersaults under water. At one 
point I opened my eyes and saw the bottom of the lake. I

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was upside down. 

I remember thinking that I can't drown in Deep Creek 
Lake, and yet that seemed to be happening. My daughter 
had been throwing float toys for our Labrador retrievers 
on the other side of the dock. I heard her yell, "Mom" and 
then "Help." still could not get my head out of the water. 
For the first time in my life, I could not help myself, The 
water was tossing me around, and everything was spin- 
ning. 

After what seemed much longer than several minutes, I 
felt someone grab me. I could not sec who it was, but I 
became aware that someone was holding me tight with 
my head out of the water, squeezing against my stomach 
to force out some of the water I had swallowed. We 
Stayed in that position for some time. My daughter was 
beside me in the water. In a few minutes I heard someone 
say, “Let's get her over to the dock.” 

As I sat on the catwalk of our dock, for the first time I 
could see who had grabbed me. It was a young man 
named Jeremy who had been working on a new house on 
the lakefront when he heard my daughter call for help. 
They said that he took off his tool belt and shoes and 
came right into the water to get me. Thank you, Jeremy. 
He told me later that he had seen me going toward the 
water and thought it was unusual for someone my age to 
be swimming in the lake. He was half-way watching when 
my daughter yelled. 

When the rescue squad arrived, a good neighbor di- 
rected the ambulance driver to come down over his lawn, 
since my property does not allow for vehicle access to the 
beach. Heading the crew that day was a young man who 
had been a student of mine at the college many years ago 
and is now an EMT. In the emergency room I was 
greeted by a friend who is a VIVA volunteer. I still do not 
know what caused my sudden dizziness that day, but I 
know that I will never swim in the lake again unless the 
lake is calm and someone is watching. 

The other incident that reminded me of my age was a 
happy occasion - my daughter's recent retirement cere- 
mony. As of September 30, she will have completed her 
term of 15 years as a federal judge on the United States 
Court of Appeals for the Armed Forces, including five 
years as chief judge. She was appointed to the court by 
President George Herbert Walker Bush ("Number 41") 
and-beeame the first woman to sit on that bench: ——-— 

Although she had never been in the service, before she 
became a federal judge she had served in other capacities 
with the military as a political appointee in the Depart- 
ment of Defense — furst as deputy general counsel, then as 
general counsel for the Army, then as inspector general 
for the Department of Defense, and special counsel to the 
secretary of defense. Her career with the federal govern- 
ment spanned a total of 25 years. 

We know that there are many ceremonies associated 
with government positions, and they are usually festive 
occasions. My late husband and I had attended the swear- 
ing-in ceremonies every time our daughter changed jobs - 





presided over by the secretary of the army, secretary of | 


defense, and chief justice of the United States. But this 
retirement ceremony was the most elaborate of all. Nearly 
300 people filled the courtroom in Washington, D.C., to 
hear invited speakers that included the former secretary of 
the army, the general counsel of the Department of De- 
fense, the clerk of the Supreme Court of the United States, 
and the chief judge of the present court all praise her ac- 
complishments and her years of service. Any mother 
would have enjoyed hearing those illustrious persons 
speak about her child, and I certainly was proud. Yet at 
the same time I was doing some mental arithmetic and 
realizing how fast a quarter of a century had gone. I kept 
asking myself, “Is it possible I am that old? Can this be my 
daughter they are speaking of?" 

Relatives and friends who attended the ceremony in- 
cluded people from every stage of her adult life - college 
classmates, administrators, coaches, teaching colleagues, 
law school classmates and administrators, friends and 
colleagues from the Defense Department, my three sisters 
and family members from Maine, New Hampshire, Penn- 
sylvania, Delaware, Virginia, Florida, and a number of 
friends from Garrett County. 

The highlight of the retirement ceremony was the pres- 
entation of her portrait by a former chief judge of the 
court. The portrait will now hang in the courtroom beside 
those of other former judges who have retired. The recep- 
tion following the ceremony in the foyer of the courthouse 
was a great opportunity to visit with friends we had not 
seen for many years. There were dinners with people who 
stayed for the weekend and prolonged celebrations. 

I am still finding it difficult to believe that my daughter 
has retired from this career, and even though I know she 
will find something to do besides chairing the board of 
trustees of Bucknell University, today I am the mother of 
a retired federal judge. Perhaps it is time to start thinking 
and acting my age.

Sewer Rehabilitation Project Update (Phase I) - Line test- 
ing, project-wide reclamation, and clean-up continue 
throughout the project. A walk-through inspection was 
performed Friday, Sept. 15, in the Pensinger subdivision. 
During the inspection, Mayor Leo Martin, Mark Wil- 
liams of Bryco Excavating Inc., the contractor's project 
supervisor, and Pat Graham of Thrasher Engineering 
Inc., the independent project inspector, met with many 
property Owners and residents to discuss the fmal recla- 
mation that would be required to be performed to fully 
restore the area to the condition that it was in prior to 
construction. 

Also discussed during the meeting was the ongoing 
problem with storm water in certain areas of the subdivi- 
sion. Thrasher Engineering has been asked to submit a 
proposal to the Town for the design of a storm water sys- 
tem to address the water run-off problems in the area, The 
time frame for the construction of this improvement will 
be subject to funding availability. 

Crystal Spring Loop Trail Project - Implementation of 
erosion-control measures and excavation of the trail route 
in preparation for the installation of the stone base is ex- 
pected to be completed by the end of this week. This trail 
project has an estimated completion date of mid-Novem- 
ber. The 4-mile, paved trail will be classified as “easy.” 
Additional funding has been applied for from the Com- 
mumty Legacy Program and the National Recreational 
Trails Program for the construction of a landscaped entry 
plaza, five rest areas (each with a bench, shade trees, and 


landscaping), and four decorative lighting fixtures to be__ 


spaced evenly along the trail. 

*Note — Motorized vehicles are not allowed to be oper- 
ated on trails or grassy areas in any town park, recrea- 
tional area, or other town-owned property. 

Leaf Pick-Up — It is that time of year again. During the 
early part of the season, leaf pick-up will be provided on 
an as-needed basis, with regular pick-up to begin in late 
October or early November. Residents are reminded to 
abide by the following requirements: 

Leaves are to be placed for pick-up beside town roads 
(not alleys), in the ditch-line, and not more than 10 feet 
from the paved road. 

Those who collect leaves in bags or containers need to 
empty them by the roadside.

Trsatment Options tor Panic Disonter 

Panic disorder is a specific type of anxiety disorder 
characterized by repeated and unexpected episodes of intense 
fear. Physical symptoms include dizziness, shortness of breath, 
Chest pain, and heart palpitations. Attacks may occur suddenly, 
but normally last only a few minutes as the body is unable to 
Sustain this “fight-or-flight" response for much longer. However, 
attacks may recur for hours. When attack frequency increases, 
persons with this disorder may begin to avoid situations where 
an attack may occur. Panic disorder is likely to develop in tate 
adolescence or early adulthood, and is twice as common in 
women as in men. An estimated 2.4 million American adults 











Treatment for panic disorder is individualized, as different 
people may have other types of anxiety or depression. Cognitive- 
behavioral therapy (CBT) is a type of psychotherapy that teaches 
people to view their attacks differently and how to reduce anxiety. 
Relaxation techniques, such as breathing exercises, are used to 
teach skills to cope with stress. Medications that may be 
prescribed include the selective serotonin reuptake inhibitors 
(SSRIs) and anti-anxiety medications. Paroxetine and sertraline 
have been approved for the treatment of panic disorder.

GC Man Arrested 
For Assault And 
Attempted Murder 


A Garrett County man 
allegedly struck and injured 
a Lonaconing man, then 
tried to shoot him as the vic- 
tim fled into a wooded area 
near Old Frostburg Road 
last Thursday afternoon, 
according to the Maryland 
State Police. 

Gary Arthur Beitzel, 38, 
was charged and arrested 
for first- and second-degree 
assault, reckless discharge 
of a firearm, and attempted 
murder, according to Det. 
M. Pfaff, Garrett Bureau of 
Investigation (GBI). 

The victim was at the 
defendant's home on the Na- 
tional Pike at approximately 
2:30-pm- when the owner” 
arrived. The police said the 
victim had been invited to 
Beitzel's home by a female 
at the residence. 

Beitzel allegedly struck 
and injured the victim, who 
then escaped by jumping out 
a rear window and fleeing 
on foot to Old Frostburg 
Road, about two miles from 
Route 40, the police said.

Awarded $65,000 
In ARC Funding 


The Appalachian Region- 
al Commission (ARC) has 
awarded Garrett County 
two grants totaling $65,000, 
Senators Paul Saibanes and 
Barbara Mikulski announced 
last Thursday.

Approved For DC

The Garrett County com- 
missioners on Tuesday unan- 
imously approved 13 new 
amendments to the Deep 
Creek Watershed Zoning 
Ordinance.

Wood Pellet Mill Would Not Be 
Profitable In GC, Study Shows 


A wood pellet mill would 
not be a profitable ven- 
ture to pursue —- that was 
the conclusion of a recent 
study conducted by J. Philip 
Gottwals of Agricultural & 
Community Development 
Services. The consultant 
reviewed his results for the 
Garrett County commis- 
sioners on Tuesday. 

“For someone to be a 
stand-alone pellet produc- 
er we found would be a 
real significant challenge,” 
Gottwals said. 

Based on current prices 
for the product, a $3.2 mil- 
lion investment in a local 
plant that would depend 
upon wood by products 
from other venues would 
yield only a 4 percent prof- 


it. But an already existing 
wood products plant that 
could use its own materials 
to make pellets, however, 
might realize a 11 percent 
profit, the study indicated. 

Pellets are made from 
such materials as dry saw- 
dust, left over from sawmills, 
manufacturing companies, 
and construction that tradi- 
tionally ends up in landfills. 
The wood’s natural glues 
help form the small indi- 
vidual pellets. Homeowners 
can then use them in pellet 
stoves or furnaces to heat 
their homes. 

The Maryland Economic 
Development Corporation 
took the lead in securing the

The message here that is being conveyed to 
these students by this particular school district is that 
all artwork that involves human nudity is evil.

File link to fmd that the 
availability of resources is 
not the problem. There are 
more than 500 family and 
child resources available for 
access. For those without 
access to the Internet, The 
Republican newspaper posts 
resource’ information 
throughout its pages. 

But poverty is not going 
to go away just because re- 
sources are available. Work- 
ing one's way out of poverty 
will require some heavy 
lifting, not only on the part 
of the individual, but also 
on the part of the commu- 
nity and especially on the 
part of community leaders. 
Attitudes and values must 
shift and public policy must 
be set in such a way that 
self-sufficiency standards 
can be met. This will take 
cooperation, coordination, 
and collaboration among 
the economic development, 
community panning, and 
civil society (nonprofit) sec- 
tors. One recent public pol- 
icy initiative that will serve 
to mitigate poverty is the 
commissioners’ scholarship 
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program, education is the 
primary key to long-term 
economic success.

Many people are not 
aware of this, but Girl 
Scouting is free.

being a resort area with 
abundant resources, but as 
Wright’s letter states, no 
one talks about the low- 
income, year-round resi- 
dents who barely make 
enough money to survive. 
Employers should be 
ashamed of themselves. The 
cost of housing, food, cloth- 
ing, and gasoline, propane, 
oil, and electric for heating 
— necessities for our very 
survival — are no lower here 
than anywhere else in the 
state. In fact, many prod- 
ucts - especially gasoline - 
are higher here than else- 
where in the state. But yet 
very few employers ofter 
much more than minimum 
wage Salaries. It’s a struggle 
for most families just to sur- 
vive, much less to thrive, on 
the wages paid by most em- 


ployers. 

I’m not sure what we, as 
citizens and voters of 
Garrett County, can do 


about it other than raising 
our voices, but certainly 
employers should have 
compassion for those who 
are not as fortunate as 
some, and take it upon 
themselves to offer salaries 
that are competitive with 
the world outside of Garrett 
County. If not, once the 
resort/vacation housing 
boom has busted (which is 
happening now), the next 
generation of GC residents 
will have no choice but to 
move out of the county just 
to earn a decent living, as 
many have already done.

vice. Agriculture marketing 
specialist Cheryl DeBerry, 
Economic Development, 
was also involved in the 





Project. 

Rider said the idea to 
look into a pellet mill came 
after Economic Develop- 
ment persuaded American 
Woodmark to build a plant 
at the Keyser's Ridge Indus- 
trial Park. The facility will 
be a dimension mill where 
green lumber is rough cut, 
kiln dried, and shipped on 
to another plant to make 
into cabinets. 

"I was really excited 
about getting American 
Woodmark to come to Mar- 
yland, especially Garrett 
County,” Rider said. 

He and Economic Devel- 
opment have been looking 
at ways of attracting other 
wood-based industries and 
others that would work in 
conjunction with those 
companies. 

"One of the first things 
that came to mind was pel- 
lets,” Rider said, based on 
the high demand for the 
product last year and the 
possible availability of 
waste from American 
Woodmark and other com- 


panies. 
The study looked at how 
residents heated their 


homes, the competition for 
wood waste, existing pellet 
mills, and product demand 
within a 200-mile radius of 
Keyser's Ridge. Rider said 
he was surprised by the re- 
sults of the study, that a 
local plant producing pellets 
for residential customers 
would not be profitable. 

"The study was good; we 
learned a lot,” said Director 
Jim Hinebaugh, Economic 
Development. 

One of things that he and 
others discovered was that a 
commercial briquette plant 
may be feasible. 

"That's where we see the 
greatest opportunity,” Gott- 
wals said. That type of plant 
could use a wider variety of 
waste products, including 
green sawdust, slash chips, 
and other wastes to produce 
briquettes for high-tech 
heating systems in facilities 
such as schools, hospitals, 
and correctional facilities. 

"That is the fastest-grow- 
ing segment of the pellet 
briquette market right now 
from the commercial side,"

Obesity; Presentation Slated

The folding chair seemed 
to disappear as the huge 
man sat down on it. 

"Listen, no names and 
nothing that would let peo- 
ple know who I am," he 
stated. Once that was 
agreed upon, he began talk- 
ing about living with about 
500 pounds on a 5'10" 
frame. As he talked he be- 
gan to halfway pull out, and 
then stick back into his shirt 
pocket, a chocolate bar. 

"I don’t like being this 





heavy," he said. “Who 
would? But it's so hard to 
get rid of this weight. They 
tell me to exercise, but how 
can you do that when you're 
this big?” 

The man says he is occa- 
sionally embarrassed by his 
weight. “One time a little 
kid pointed at me and 
Started laughing,” he said. 
"That hurt. And it's embar- 
rassing not to be able to fit 
into a booth at a restaurant.

people out there, so it isn't 
that bad.” 

The man’s remarks about 
there being a lot of obese 
people in the area is very 
accurate. Sixty-seven per- 
cent of his fellow Garrett 
Countians are overweight 
or obese. Obesity is defined 
as weighing 30 pounds over 
the ideal weight, a number 
determined by a body mass 
test, a simple, non-intrusive 
exam. 

The only county in 
Maryland with more obese 
people per population is 
neighboring Allegany. 

Despite increasing the 
threat of stroke, heart dis- 
ease, diabetes, and several 
forms of cancer, obesity has 
made a startling rise across 
the country. Among chil- 
dren and adolescents, an- 
nual hospital costs related to 
obesity were $127 million 
during 1997-99, up dramati- 
cally from $35 million from 
1979 to 81. These people 
were treated for everything 
from diabetes to stroke to 
hypertension. 

Abbi Kifer, a local nutri- 
tionist, says much of the 
blame for the rise lies with 
people eating larger por- 
tions at home and in restau- 
rants, coupled with not get- 
ting enough activity. 

“According to the Cen- 
ters for Disease Control, 


more_than_one-third.of.stu-— 


dents in grades 9-12 do not 
engage in regular vigorous 
physical activity,” she said. 
“If they see their parents nct 
getting any exercise, they 
use that as a role model." 

Day-care providers re- 
port that they have had to 
buy heavier, sturdier car 
seats for overweight tod- 
dlers in recent years, while 
rescue personnel have had 
to purchase larger gurneys 
to accommodate their pa- 
tients because of obesity. 

Other important factors 
include dietary matters. 
“Nearly 30 percent of all 
cancers are caused by bad 
diets — not enough fruit and 
vegetables,” Kifer said. Sev- 
enty percent of Garrett 
Countians eat less than five 
servings of fruit and vegeta- 
bles per week and one quar- 
ter of the county's residents 
spend little or no time en- 
gaged in leisure-time physi- 
cal activity.”

MOVING A HOUSE 
by Dr. Thomas P. Sheahen 

Q. A few months ago they moved an entire house, 109 feet. 
long, and the mover bragged that a'glass of water could be left 
on the table without. tipping over! How. could they possibly do 
that? 

Moving really big things takes really big equipment 
and great skill by the people operating the machinery. But 
it obviously can be done. NASA showed that 40 years 
ago. 

When a very large missile is to be launched, such as a 
Space Shuttle flight or (years ago) the flights to the moon, 
the missile is assembled in a building several miles away 
from the launch pad. The missile is standing straight up, 
which means hundreds of feet high. The vehicle-assembly 
building has an exceptionally tall “front door” that the 
upright missile can get through. 

The entire missile sits on a platform with wheels, and 
that entire platform is moved from the assembly building 
to the launch pad very slowly and carefully. Imagine a tall 
spindly tower, about the diameter of your kitchen but over 
a football-field in height. You really want to be careful that 
it does not tip over. 

Compared to moving an upright missile, moving a 
house is easy — a house is fairly flat, and won't topple 
over. But the much bigger area of the house, together with 
the uneven terrain that it has to move across, present new 
challenges. The hard part is placing the house on the car- 
riage ~ that requires very precise insertion of support 
beams. 

Steve Dzuba, who headed the operation, explained 
how house moving is done: 

First, the main support girders must be right, or else it 
won't work; so placing the main beams is crucial. Get that 
wrong and you're in trouble. With two steel beams in the 
back>ant! one steehbeam in the front (known as af Bona), 
a dolly goes right under the center of that front beam. 
That is the point that you pull on, using a large winch. 

Then it's a matter of balance. The same principle as a 
three-legged stool is invoked, and that prevents tipping 
and wobbling. The house is pivoted upon three spots. 
Each of these points is supported by dollies. The pressure

on all the dollies has to be the same. There are two dollies 
in one zone, 3 in another, and 4 in the third zone. Clearly, 
there is real skill in knowing where to put the dollies. 

Just as on a three-legged stool, keeping the weight uni- 
formly distributed is the key to success in moving a house 
ora NASA rocket. 

Once the house is in motion, a floating system that 
links the dollies together comes into play. Hydraulic-jack 
oil can move around between all the dollies in a zone. 
That keeps the pressure on the dollies uniforn. With hy- 
draulic dollies, it is not difficult to go up a slight incline. 
As motion proceeds, if uneven terrain causes one dolly to 
drop down, the others must compensate for that. 

One thing that cannot be tolerated is to twist the house 
— that would lead to major breakage. 

For the house moved last summer near Oakland, there 
was even a deck that was cantilevered off to one side. The 
forces and torques due to the deck were included in the 
original calculations, and the beams were placed slightly 
differently to account for that; but the deck didn’t have to 
be dismantled in the move. 

Photos of that house appeared in the Aug. 3 issue of 
The. Republican. Weighing 190 tons and being 109 feet 
long, it was moved about 180 yards over uneven terrain. 
Even NASA would be impressed with that accomplish- 
ment.

Capsaicin is the active 
component of the common cayenne pepper. In the 
tropics the plant can grow as a bush to a height of 3 
feet. The pepper it produces technically is a berry. 
Capsaicin causes the Capsicum berry to be "hot,"

many types of pain, including post-herpetic neuralgia 
(shingles), trigeminal neuralgia, rheumatoid and 
osteoarthritis, and psoriasis.

Capsaicin may relieve pain by directly affecting pain 
fibers. Achemical called substance P is responsible for 
transmitting pain impulses to the brain from the 
periphery (@.g., skin of joints).

) The church celebrates Saint Francis on the fourth 

of October, Francis was born at Assisi in 1182 and 
died in 1226. Being a son of a wealthy cloth 
merchant, he had a carefree youth. Then, as a 

young man, he joined the Crusades but was * 
captured and imprisoned, virtually ruining his if 
health. After returning home to Assisi and 
struggling to find direction in his life, he had a 
conversion experience wherein God spoke to him, iq 
saying "rebuild my church." Initially, Francis took [7 
this literally, and actually began rebuilding the 
dilapidated chapel that he had been praying in. 

But subsequently, Francis rebuilt the church 
spiritually by establishing a rule of life based on 


He developed a massive following, which 
ultimately became the three Franciscan orders 
(one for priests, one for nuns, and one for lay 
persons). There is much to celebrate in Francis’ 
vision of Christianity: his insistence on following 
the gospel, including some very hard ideals, such 


as giving everything you have to the poor, his great 
sympathy and love for all of creation, including 





non-human animals; and his mystical vision that 
all of creation (even inanimate creation) is part of 
the family of God. He referred to the sun and 


moon as "Brother Sun" and "Sister Moon." In 
these days when we seem to be ignoring the 
warning signs of a planet in peril, Saint Francis 
appears to be something of a prophet. We would 
all do well to embrace a hfe of gospel, poverty and 


humility, while reflecting ajoyful love for

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all of God's creation.

Observant Jews live, 
sleep, and eat meals in the 
sukkah throughout the 7-day 
festival, Robinson explained, 
with an eighth day, Shemini 
Atzeret, added as a gift from 
God.

CONSERVATION RESERVE PROGRAM 
PAYMENTS UNDER WAY 

Robert Ferrebee, state executive director for USDA's 
Farm Service Agency in West Virginia, has announced 
that USDA began issuing $232,838 in Conservation Re- 
serve Program (CRP) payments to eligible producers in 
West Virginia on Monday of this week. More than $1.7 
billion in CRP payments are being made on 36 million 
acres across the country. 

"The Conservation Reserve Program is celebrating its 
20th anniversary this year of working cooperatively with 
America's farmers and ranchers to conserve and preserve 
the soil and water that we, and numerous wildlife species, 
depend on for survival," said Ferrebee. "These payments 
represent an investment in the nation's land that will pay 
dividends in the form of a cleaner environment today and 
for our grandchildren.” 

The payments are annual rental payments earned on 
the 3,492 acres enrolled in fiscal year 2007. Producers 
holding 243 contracts on 202 farms will receive an aver- 
age of $1,152 per farm or $66.67 per acre. The number of 
contracts is higher than the number of farms because pro- 
ducers may have multiple contracts on a single farm. The 
announcement does not include rental payments for 1 
million acres recently enrolled under CRP general sign-up 
33, held from March 27 to April 28, 2006. Payments for 
new CRP acreage will be issued starting in October 2007. 

Other CRP payments are made throughout the year, 
including a 50-percent reimbursement of expenses for es- 
tablishing cover and incentive payments for enrolling eli- 
gible conservation practices, such as wetland restorations 
and conservation buffers. In fiscal year 2007, these pay-

the nation. 

Under CRP, producers voluntarily retire environmen- 
tally sensitive cropland for 10 to 15 years. Land to be en- 
rolled must be either highly erodible, contribute to a seri- 
ous water quality problem, provide important wildlife 
habitat, or provide substantial environmental benefits if 
devoted to certain specific conservation uses.

2007 DCP SIGN-UP UNDER WAY 

Agriculture Secretary Mike Johanns announced that 
enrollment for the 2007 Direct and Counter-cyclical Pay- 
ment Program (DCP) began October 1, and will continue 
until June 1, 2007. Johanns encouraged farmers to sign up 
for the program through the online DCP sign-up service. 

"Producers will find the Internet-based DCP sign-up 
service convenient and very user-friendly," said Johanns. 
"The service is an example of the strides USDA is taking 
to make its programs more accessible, and 1 encourage 
producers with Internet access to use the system." 

Following the June |, 2007, deadline, Farm Service 
Agency (FSA) will accept late applications through Sep- 
tember 30, 2007, with a $100 late fee. While DCP partici- 
pants must sign DCP contracts annually, producers. can 
choose not to participate in the program in any give 
year. 

Producers can visit any FSA office or their administra- 
tively assigned office to complete their 2007 DCP con- 
tract. Additionally, sign-up can be done online, allowing 
producers to choose payment options, assign crop shares 
and, sign and submit their contracts from any computer 
with Internet access. DCP participants can view and print 
out submitted contract options at any time. 

The electronic DCP (or eDCP) service saves producers 
time, reduces paperwork, and speeds up contract process- 
ing at FSA offices. It is available to all producers who are 
eligible to participate in DCP and who obtain eAuthenti- 
cation accounts. The service has strict security measures 
to protect participants’ private information. Only author- 
ized federal employees have access to information pro- 
ducers submit electronically. 

The electronic service is available by going to http:// 
www.fsa.usda.gov/ FSA/webapp?area=online&sub- 
ject=landing&topic=dcp and clicking on “Access eDCP 
Service." To access the service, producers must have an 
active USDA eAuthentication Level 2 account, which 
requires filling out an online registration form at http:// 
www.eauth.egov.usda.gov, followed by a visit to the 
county FSA office for identity verification. 

FSA computes DCP payments using base acres and 
payment yields established for each farm. Producers re- 
ceive direct payments at rates established by statute, re- 
gardless of market prices. For 2007, eligible producers 
may request to receive direct advance payments based on 
22 percent of the direct payment rate for each commodity 
associated with the farm. FSA will issue DCP direct ad- 
vance payments beginning December 1, 2006. Counter- 
cyclical payment rates vary depending on market prices. 

Counter-cyclical payments are issued only when the 
effective price (which takes into account the direct pay- 
ment rate, market price and loan rate) for a commodity is 
below its target price. In more than four years since the 
2002 Farm Bill authorized DCP, FSA has issued approxi-

Inc. (TABI), the town of 
Terra Alta and the Terra 
Alta Economic Develop- 
ment Commission have 
received a $40,000 West 
Virginia Department of 
Transportation Recreational 
Trail Grant. The money 
will be used to build a trail 
through the town park and 
over to the Terra Alta East 
Preston School, where it 
will connect to the school 
track. 

The grant proposal was 
written by TABI and has 
been a TABI project for 
over two years, per the Park 
Master Plan. Both TABI 
and the Terra Alta Eco- 
nomic Development Com- 
mission contributed $5,000 
toward the $10,000 seed 
money required for the 
$40,000 grant. Four TABI 
members met with the gov- 
ernor of West Virginia, 
along with Senators Hunter 
and Minear and Delegate 
Stevens as they received the 
grant award last Tuesday. 

Construction on the trail 
will begin next spring, after 
a contractor has been se- 
lected through a bid pro- 
cess, which is required for 
any grant using federal 
funds that come through the 
state. 

The 6-foot-wide ADA 
accessible trail will have a 
tightly packed, smooth sur- 
face made of crushed lime- 
stone, and will be approxi- 
mately 1 mile in length, 
creating a loop trail, includ- 
ing the school track, of 
about 2% miles. 

The trail will be designed 
for use by walkers and bik- 
ers, and for community 
events such as bike safety 
training, nature walks for 
students, fitness marathons, 
and other activities.

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Why Leaves Change Color 


by the USDA 

If you are lucky, you live 
in one of those parts of the 
world where Nature has one 
last fling before settling down 
into winter's sleep. In those 
lucky places, as days shorten 
and temperatures become 
crisp, the quiet green palette 
of summer foliage is trans- 
formed into the vivid au- 
tunnn palette of reds, oranges, 
golds, and browns before the 
leaves fall off the trees. On 
special years, the colors are 
truly breathtaking: 

How does antamn color 
happen? 

For years, scientists have 
worked to understand the 
changes that happen to trees 
and shrubs in the autumn. 
Although we don’t know 
all the details, we do know 
enough to explain the basics 
and help you to enjoy more 
fully Nature’s multicolored 
autumn farewell. Three fac- 
tors influence autumn leaf 
color-leaf pigments, length 
of night, and weather, but 
not quite in the way we 
think. The timing of color 
change and leaf fall are pri- 
marily regulated by the cal- 
endar, that is, the increasing 
length of night. None of the 
other environmental influ- 
ences-temperature, rainfall, 
food supply, and so on-are as 
unvarying as the steadily in- 
creasing length of night dur- 
ing autumn. As days grow 
shorter, and nights grow lon- 


ger and cooler, biochemical 
processes in the leaf begin 
to paint the landscape with 
Nature’s autumn palette. 

Where do autumn colors 
come from? 

A color palette needs pig- 
ments, and there are three 
types that are involved in 
autumn color. 

¢ Chlorophyll, which gives 
leaves their basic green color. 
It is necessary for photosyn- 
thesis, the chemical reac- 
tion that enables plants to 
use’suniight to manufacture 
sugars for their food. Trees 
in the temperate zones store 
these sugars for their winter 
dormant period. 

¢ Carotenoids, which pro- 
duce yellow, orange, and 
brown colors in such things 
as corn, carrots, and daf- 
fodils, as well as rutabagas, 
buttercups, and bananas. 

¢ Anthocyanins, which 
give color to such familiar 
things as cranberries, red 
apples, concord grapes, blue- 
berries, cherries, strawberries, 
and plums. They are water 
soluble and appear in the wa- 
tery liquid of leaf cells. 

Both chlorophyll and 
carotenoids are present in 
the chloroplasts of leaf cells 
throughout the growing sea- 
son. Most anthocyanins are 


produced in the autumn, in 
response to bright light and 
excess plant sugars within 
leaf cells. 

During the growing sea- 
son, chlorophyll is contin- 


ually being produced and 
broken down and leaves ap- 
pear green. As night length 
increases in the autumn, 
chlorophyll production slows 
down and then stops and

colors. 

Certain colors are charac- 
teristic of particular species. 
Oaks turn red, brown, or rus- 
set; hickories, golden bronze; 
aspen and_ yellow-poplar, 
golden yellow; dogwood, 
purplish red; beech, light tan; 
and sourwood and black tu- 
pelo, crimson. Maples differ 
species by species-red maple 
turns brilliant scarlet; sugar 
maple, orange-red; and black 
maple, glowing yellow. 
Striped maple becomes al- 
most—colorless.Leaves—of 
some species such as the elms 
simply shrivel up and _ fall, 
exhibiting little color other 
than drab brown. 

The timing of the color 
change also vanies by species. 
Sourwood in southern forests 
can become vividly colorful 
in late summer while all 
other species are still vigor- 
ously green. Oaks put on 
their colors long after other 
species have already shed 
their leaves. These differ- 
ences in timing among spe- 
cies seem to be genetically 
inherited, for a particular spe- 
cies at the same latitude will 
show the same coloration in 
the cool temperatures of high 
mountain elevations at about 
the same time as it does in 
warmer lowlands. 

How does weather affect 
autumn color? 

The amount and brilliance 
of the colors that develop in 
any particular autumn season 
are related to weather condi- 
tions that occur before and 
during the time the chloro- 
phyll in the leaves is dwin- 
dling. Temperature and mois- 
ture are the mam influences. 

A succession of warm, 
sunny days and cool, crisp 
but not freezing nights seems 
to bring about the most spec- 
tacular color displays. During 
these days, lots of sugars are 
produced 1n the leaf but the 
cool nights and the gradual 
closing of veins going into 
the leaf prevent these sugars 
from moving out. These con- 
ditions-lots of sugar and lots 
of light-spur production of 
the brilliant anthocyanin pig- 
ments, which tint reds, pur- 
ples, and crimson. Because 
carotenoids are always pre- 
sent in leaves, the yellow and 
gold colors remain fairly con- 
stant from year to year. 

The amount of moisture in 
the soil also affects autumn 
colors. Like the weather, soil 
moisture varies greatly from 
year to year. The countless 
combinations of these two 


highly variable factors assure 
that no two autumns can be 
exactly alike. A late spring, 
or a severe summer drought, 
can delay the onset of fall 
color by a few weeks. A 
warm period during fall will 
also lower the intensity of 
autumn colors. A warm wet 
spring, favorable summer 
weather, and warm sunny 
fall days with cool nights 
should produce the most bril- 
liant autumn colors. 

What triggers leaf fall? 

In early autumn, in re- 
sponse to the shortening days 


and declining intensity of 
sunlight, leaves begin the 
processes leading up to their 
fall. The veins that carry flu- 
ids into and out of the leaf 
gradually close off as a layer 
of cells forms at the base of 
each leaf. These clogged 
veins trap sugars in the leaf 
and promote production of 
anthocyanins. Once this sep- 
aration layer is complete and 
the coimecting tissues are 
sealed off, the leaf is ready to 
fall. 

What does all this do for 
the tree? 


Winter is a certainty that 
all vegetation in the temper- 
ate “zones must face each 
year. Perennial plants, in- 
cluding trees, must have 
some sort of protection to 
survive freezing temperatures 
and other harsh wintertime 
influences. Stems, twigs, and 
buds are equipped to survive 
extreme cold so that they can 
reawaken when spring her- 
alds the start of another 
growing season. Tender leaf 
tissues, however, would 
freeze in winter, so plants 
must either toughen up and

protect their leaves or dispose 
of them. 

The  evergreens-pines, 
spruces, cedars, firs, and so 
on are able to survive winter 
because they have toughened 
up. Their needle-like or scale- 
like foliage is covered with: a 
heavy wax coating and the 
fluid inside their cells con- 
tains substances that resist 
freezing. Thus the foliage of 
evergreens can safely with- 
stand all but the severest win- 
ter conditions, such as those

"I’m sure my congregation 
thinks I am a little weird at 
times, but I try very hard to 
teach them about Judaism, 
both as an exercise in cultural 
and religious understanding, 
and because it is the faith in 
which Christianity arose," 
Robinson said. "I don’t think 
you can understand our faith 
without understanding Juda- 
ism. And I think we as a peo- 
ple of faith have unfortu- 
nately mistreated Jews 
through much of our history, 
from the Crusades and Span- 
ish Inquisition through the 
Holocaust. I think it is impor- 
tant today that we recognize 
Jews as a covenantal people 
of the same God we wor- 
ship." 

The pastor said he tries to 
promote not only an under- 
standing but an appreciation 
of its rich traditions, many of 
which Christians also claim 
as part of their own. 

He noted that Jesus him- 
self went to the temple to 
celebrate Sukkot, according 
to the Gospel of John. 

"Jesus used it as an oppor- 
tunity to teach," the pastor 
said. "I’m doing the same." 

Observant Jews live, sleep, 
and eat meals in the sukkah 
throughout the 7-day festival, 
Robinson explained, with an 
eighth day, Shemini Atzeret, 
added as a gift from God. 

"It is a festive, joyous, 
weeklong campout, recalling

in the Arctic. Evergreen nee- 
dles survive for some years 
but eventually fall because of 
old age. 

The leaves of broadleaved 
plants, on the other hand, are 
tender and vulnerable to 
damage. These leaves are 
typically broad and thin and 
are not protected by any 
thick coverings. The fluid in 
cells of these leaves is usually 
a thin, watery sap that freezes 
readily. This means that the 
eels could-not-survive winter™ 
where temperatures fall be- 


low freezing. Tissues unable 
to overwinter must be sealed 
off and shed to ensure the 
plant's continued survival. 
Thus leaf fall precedes each 
wmter in the temperate 
zones. 


What happens to all those 
fatlen feaves? 

Needles and leaves that 
fall are not wasted. They de- 
compose and restock the soil 
with nutrients and make up 
part of the spongy humus 
layer of the forest’ floor that 
absorbs and holds rainfall. 


Fallen leaves also _become_ 


food for numerous soul or- 
ganisms vital to the forest

It is quite easy to see the 
benefit to the tree of its an- 
nual leaf fall, but the advan- 
tage to the entire forest is 
more subtle.

The Autumn Glory Festival in part celebrates the change 
of seasons. In the past more so than today, when Garrett 
County was primarily an agricultural community, autunm 
meant harvest time — a time of maturity, a time to bring in 
the crops, to reap the harvest of spring planting and sunmer 
growth — a time when Nature completes an abundant cycle 
with a fmal glorious outward display, before retiring for rest 
and renewal. In the Appalachian mountains of Garrett 
County, Autumn leaves turn color and from an outlook on 
Route 135, one can appreciate a view of the Backbone Moun- 
tain range with its vast rolling hillsides, steep valleys, and ris- 
ing peaks covered by oak, pine, spruce, elm, and poplar, their 
bright colors woven together like a patchwork quilt of green, 
red, yellow, and orange hues. 

The view reminds me of Tolkein’s middle earth, as wispy 
clouds drift in the mountain highlands, and the waters of 
Deep Creek lake look from a distance like a jeweled necklace 
strung together in sections. There is magic and beauty in 
Garrett County partly because 72 percent of the county is still 
covered by forests. 

The Potomac State Forest that runs alongside the saw- 
toothed ridges of the Backbone Mountam range contains 
12,400 acres of trees, streams, and wildlife. The wildlife is 
there; a mother black bear and her family crossed our path as 
we drove through the countryside away from Kitzmiller. She 
lumbered out of the state forest, stopped on the road and 
watched patiently as her three cubs wandered aimlessly over 
the roadway, then scampered into the trees at the edge of a 
working farm. 

It is through an autumn glory area that we now travel to 
visit Kitzmiller, a small town near the headwaters of the Poto- 
mac River fed by fast falling brooks and streams with names 
like — Schell, Laurel, Lostland Run, and Crabtree Creek. 
The terrain is rugged with crests ranging from 1,800 feet 
along the Potomac to 2,960 feet at Backbone. We ride along 
the highland county side with its spectacular vistas of lush 
pasture lands, forested hillsides, and natural roadside gardens 
where green vegetation filled with violet star-leafed aster and 
green-stalked goldenrod spread through the rock formations 
and the trees at the highways’ edge. 

The slow descent from the high mountain plateau into 
Kitzmiller allows us time to marvel at the forest-studded 
mountains that spread in all directions beneath a blue spa- 
cious sky filled with floating cloud formations. Kitzmiller is 
1,600 hundred feet above sea level, and many of the homes 
are perched on hillsides away from the rivers’ edge. The town 
was nearly destroyed on March 29, 1924 when the Potomac 
swept through the flat lands at the mountains’ base. Pictures 
of that day remind me of New Orleans during Katrina — 
houses half under water. The waters are low now, the wide 
river basin filled with rocks of different shapes and sizes.

The river acts as the boundary between Maryland and 
West Virginia. Potomac means “river of swans,” a name the 
Europeans adapted from the Algonquian Indians. Beginning 
as a small spring rising from the earth near the Faufax Stone 
at the junction of Grant, Tucker, and Preston counties in 
West Virginia, the north branch of the Potomac flows east 
past Kitzmiller, the currents gentle now as it winds its way 
through the mountains and valleys of Appalachia, past battle- 
fields, parks, pastures, and towns, descending one thousand 
feet through the Piedmont plateau and finding its voice once 
again as its swift waters crash through the gorge at Great 
Falls, cascading east and widening, then sweeping past the 
nation’s capitol and into the coastal mouth of the Chesapeake 
Bay at Point Lookout, 383 miles from its start. 

It is hard to comprehend a river that seems so placid in the 

___afternoon-sunlight,-has—nearly—washed—Kitzmiller away~on 
more than one occasion. From the footpath on the grassy levy 
that borders the southern edge of the town, one can look up 
and down the valley by scannmg the rivers’ rocky bed. Across 
the waters, past the railroad tracks the mountains decked with 
fall colors quickly rise from the flats of Blame, W.Va. 

The bridge that crosses the river from Blaine into Maryland 
bears the Kitzmiller Shield. The shield 1s divided into four 
quadrants. The upper ght section 1s adorned with a pick and 
shovel, work tools to help sustain life. The upper left quadrant 
1s painted with a building, maybe education, maybe govern- 
ment, a symbol of the collective purpose of a community — 
to educate and govern the lives of its people. In the lower left, 
a picture of the river and the bridge a svmbol of the relation- 
ship between Nature and man; and, in the lower nght, the 
images of houses. It reminds me of the 4-H emblem and its 
motto — head, heart, hands, and health. 

The streets are quiet, the homes tidy and well-ordered. It 1s 
Saturday afternoon, there’s no rush of traffic, no large mall, 
only the slower rhythm of contentment that comes from peo- 
ple who live with a close friendship to the earth. The land it- 
self inspires harmony. Over two hundred years ago, Kitzmil- 
ler was a virgin forest, inhabited by bands of peaceful Indians, 
moving from one area to another as the seasons changed. 

In the late 18th and early 19th century as the competition 
for tobacco and farmland grew in the Chesapeake-Tidewater 
region, German immigrants moved west in search of good 
farmland. In 1797 Thomas Wilson II of Scottish descent, 
moved to the Kitzmiller area and later settled in Altamont. 
His son, Thomas Wilson III, settled on the land in 1801, and 
built a grist mill for grinding grain. The grist was brought to 
the mill from places as far away as Cumberland and Rom- 
ney. Wilson marned Susan Bowman, who gave birth to fifteen 
children, one of whom married Ebenezer Kitzmiller. Ebene- 
zer and Emily were parents of Victoria and Susan Kitzmiller, 
who married John Rafter and Winfield Scott Pew respec- 
tively. In 1853, Ebenezer Kitzmiller constructed a woolen 
mull that later made the prestigious Poole shirt, blanket, and 
cloth that was worn by lumbermen from Canada to the gulf 
of Mexico. 

The first post office was established near the old mill in 
1877 and named Kitzmillerville and Rafter became the first 
postmaster. By 1880, the mail arrived in the village twice a

River were polluted and floods hit the town hard 

After the boom years of logging and coal, people moved 
away to find work. A town website reports that in its hey-day, 
Kitzmiller had a bank, high school, two doctors, a dentist. a 
movie theater, three barber shops, a gas Station, and numer- 
ous other shops and activities. No saloons were allowed 
within the town limits; that ordinance is still m effect today. 

I discovered that Kitzmiller had addressed alcohol and 
drug use m the past. A 1913 Garrett County Journal ran an 
article about the Marion Home that opened in Kitzmilicr for 
the treatment and cure of alcoholism. The home was man- 
aged by J.E. Chappell, a former member of the General As- 

sembly of Maryland. and_ iclan_in.charge-—-was-B 
Hugh Strachen. The treatment was called the Marion Cure 
and, according to the article, it was the only known scientific 
treatment in existence that positively destroyed all appetite, 
desire, and craving for whiskey and all habit forming drugs .. 
it was considered safe, sure, and reliable. 

As the logging and coal industries waned, people contin- 
ued to leave the town in search of work. Prior to the depres- 
sion, Kitzmiller listed 1,500 residents and by the late 50s the 

~ population declined even more and the high school was con- 
solidated with Oakland High School. By 2000, the population 
had dropped to approximately 275. State agencies have 
helped clean up the Potomac, and the Interior Department’s 
Office of Surface Mining recently recognized Maryland De- 
partment of Environmental, Bureau of Mines for reclamation 
and acid drainage treatment at Shallmar Coal Refuse in 
Garrett County, west of Kitzmiller. The waters have cleared 
and stories of trout fishing are on the rise. 

Through it all, the residents insist that Kitzmiller remains a 
close-knit community. The high school, now an elementary 
school, 1s a focal point for families. Volunteers organize little 
league and other year-round activities for the children. Au- 
tumn Glory offers those families as well as former residents a

Victims Of Domestic Violence

We'll call her “Alice.” 

One night she was pinned 
to the floor with hands and 
fists pummeling her face and 
neck. It wasn’t a burglar or 
a rapist who was doing this 
to her; it was her husband 
of 18 years. It was the same 
man who all that time ago 
had promised to love and 
protect her who was now 
trying to hurt her with all of 
his might. Sure, he had been 
drinking and he always got 
a little belligerent with some 
alcohol in him, but he had 
never gone this far. 

When he finally let her 
go, Alice raced to the phone 
and called 911. It wasn't 
much later that she and the 
children witnessed him be- 
ing led away in handcuffs. 

““Now what?” Alice 
thought to herself. “Now 
what?” A calm, sophisti- 
cated lady, Alice went to 
the Garrett County Health 
Department the next day. 
She was referred to the 
Dove Center, where the staff 
helped her get through the 
maze of court procedures 
and assisted in restoring her 
sense of self-esteem. 

“Meaghan” was also re- 
ferred to the Dove Center, 
but her story is different. 
One day she had a severe 
panic attack. She couldn’t 
catch her breath and her 
heart felt like it was about 
to pound right through the 
walls of her chest. She knew 


she had to do something. 
She’d been in this situation 
before, but never to such a 
serious degree. 

Meaghan also knew what 
caused it. She had been sex- 
ually abused from age 5 until 
age 16 by a family friend. It 
wasn’t something that left 
one's mind and spirit just 
because adulthood had been 
reached. Meaghan was also 
referred to the Dove Center. 

It was in this refuge for 
battered spirits that the two 
women had to learn such 
basic things as self-worth 
and that they had the right 
to not be abused. It was here 
that trained, compassionate 
counselors and advocates 
provided guidance, support, 
and education. 

“It is our ultimate goal to 
provide safety to families in 
danger and to foster long- 
term healing for those who 
come to us for help,” said 
Heather Hanline, executive 
director of the Dove Center. 
“We will continue this stead- 
fast mission, fervently and 
ceaselessly.” 

The Dove Center staff 
deals with some of the sad- 
dest cases in Garrett Coun- 
ty. “Often times, individuals 
who are raised in abusive 
families have no self-es- 
teem, and have difficulty 
breaking those patterns. 
They subsequently enter in- 
to abusive relationships as 
adults,” Hanline said. “It

Choices For The Future 

Autumn's glory is here, there, and everywhere — seen 
in the morning fog that drifts among the mountain val- 
leys, on the leafy branch of a crimson maple, on the spar- 
kling waters of the Youghiogheny River floating through 
a mountain pass, in the fields of bright yellow goldenrod, 
on the back roads among the forests, in roadside streams 
and rock shelves, and in a blue October sky with clouds so 
white. Anywhere you travel in Garrett County, the beauty 
of the Nature is on display. It is no wonder that we cele- 
brate this season. Good feelings awaken in the apprecia- 
tion of the way Life shows itself through the natural 
world. An e.e. cummings verse touches the spirit of this 
realization: 





i thank You God for most this amazing 

day: for the leaping greenly spirits of trees 

and a blue true dream of sky; and for everything

Offutt Johnson, a retired park naturalist, said, "This 
year marks a century of efforts to restore healthy forests in 
Maryland and Garrett County on both public and private 
land, and also to conserve the natural and historic lands 
of the existing state parks.” ace n 

For 100 years, Marylanders have endeavored to help 
stop the holocaust of the trees, the destruction of wet- 
lands, and the environmental disasters that were created 
in Garrett County and Appalachia in the five decades 
leading to the Great Depression. 

In an article, Maryland State Forests and Parks, Robert 
Bailey and Ross Kimmel said, “By the end of the 19th 
century, Americans had despoiled much of our natural 
heritage.” The personal, social, and environmental 
changes that people of Garrett County and Appalachia 
endured during this time are well documented. Ronald L. 
Lewis, professor of history at West Virginia University 
addresses this period of transition in his book Transforming 
the Appalachian Countryside, in which he traces the changes 
that transformed Appalachia a rural-agricultural society 
dependent on the virgin forests and fertile pasture lands, 
to a 20th century society denude of its forest and fully 
enmeshed in capitalism and the markets. 

According to Bailey and Kimmel, early Americans, 
dating back to 1607, viewed the wilderness as a menace to 
be subdued and exploited for profit. These same attitudes 
persisted, and the venture capitalists of the late 19th and 
early 20th centuries, who saw big profits in lumber and 
coal, exploited this narrow view of the wilderness and 
manipulated the political system and the markets to get 
what they wanted — more timber, more coal, more prof- 
its. Garrett County and Appalachia became a mining col- 
ony of sorts —— one in which the majority of the resources 
(lumber, coal, profits) flowed out, but little flowed in. 

It doesn't take a genius to understand what happened. 
Follow the money. Look at the pictures of Garrett County 
after the assault on the environment had occurred in the 
late 1800s and early 1900s. I often wonder if in part peo- 
ple stopped coming to Garrett County during that period 
because the land, having been stripped of its virgin forests, 
looked like Dante's hell. After all, who would want to stay 
at a resort and look at nothing but a tree barren, wasted 
landscape. 

In his book, Professor Lewis recounts the final story in 
"The Last Campfire" — an account of an old man who 
had left Appalachia for a farm in Kansas 25 years earlier, 
and had returned to view the wilderness of his youth one 
more time before he died. He and two buddies from his 
eariier days climbed to the top of a high hill for one last 
time to look out on the Cranberry Wilderness where as 
boys they had hunted and fished: 


Where, in other days, the boys had seen blue waves of spruce 
and hemlock, stretching away mile upon mile, the men now. be- 
held desolation — bare hills, ribbed with shale, from which fire 
and erosion had swept every vestige of soil; long mountain ranges 
without a tree, save here and there a gnarled trunk with its few 
yellowed leaves; a monotonous panorama of destruction, as far as 
the eye could run. 

“Well fellers,” said Zeke, "I knowed it was bad; but if I'd 
dreamed it was like this, I'd never a asked ye tu come up here. 
I'm sorry I seen it.” 

"Me, too, " said Doc. "I'd like jist to hev remembered it th' 
way it uset tu be.” 


One thing is clear, the local people, who were left be- 
hind once the venture capitalists pulled out, had to deal 
with the devastation to the land and the rivers. It was 
dedicated people from Garrett County who first stepped 
forward to initiate the conservation and forestry move- 
ment. According to Johnson, Maryland citizens and legjs- 
atO Onironed tne reeless landscapes in 
1906, and became the third state to start progressive con- 
servation efforts to restore forest land. Robert and John 
Garrett of Deer Park and Baltimore took a leading role. 
They offered to give approximately 2,000 acres near Swal- 
low Falls to Maryland if the state legislature enacted a 
forestry and state parks program. 








Senator, McCulloh Brown of Garrett County responded 
to the challenge. He wrote and sponsored a forestry and 
State parks bill! that was passed by the General Assembly 
in Annapolis and became law. After 100 years great 
Strides have been made to preserve our: forests and protect 
our, wilderness areas. Over, 72 percent of Garrett County 
is covered by forests: However, when local, state, and 
government safeguards are rolled back, there is always a 
danger of overdevelopment without proper planning. 

Merry Paugh, who owns approximately 70 acres of 
land that/borders Mt. Zion Road on Backbone Mountain, 
recently said, “I will probably have the most timber in the 
afea after the 200 acres across the road and the 371 acres 
beyond that are clearcut.” 

The 200 acres of land that Paugh spoke about is now 
being denuded of its trees. The property has been owned 
by the same family for a couple of generations, according 
to Paugh. Present family members moved to Baltimore 
and sold their lumber rights to Coastal Lumber, and sold 
the mineral rights to G&S Coal. Because of recent govern- 
mental regulations, coal companies can now use coal that 
wasn't good enough for use 20 years ago, thus allowing 
them in this instance to strip mine the land and extract the 
coal under the surface. 

What Coastal Lumber and G&S Coal may not have 
considered is how their activities would impact the people 
who live nearby. "I started having problems with my well 
when Coastal Lumber started cutting the trees," Paugh 
said. “When they start blasting, I'll lose my water alto- 
gether. I'll have to move. What they are doing to the land 
and the water will devalue my property.” 

The Vindex Energy Corporation, Morgantown, W.Va. 
has recently submitted an application for a surface mine 
operation on the 371-acre tract on the west side of Wolf- 
den Run, approximately one mile south of the intersec- 
tion of State Route 38 and State Route 135. The surface of 
the area and the mineral area to be mined is owned by 
Douglas Coal Company of Elkins, W.Va. The application 
includes plans to construct four ponds to control sediment 
and storm water on the mining area. The land will be 
stripped of its trees. 

Paugh and her late husband sold some timber off their 
property; however, they had an intelligent plan. Paul 
Matecs, 4 local jorester, helped them with the planning 
For cutting, he selected old growth trees that were dis- 
eased. Clearing them from the forest allowed new saplings 
a better chance to grow. It worked; the forest on her land 
flourished. “There are lots of wild turkey, deer, and grey 
squirrels,” she said. "The grey squirrels love the old oak 
and hickory trees near the house. I've got more grey squir- 
rels now. They use to run across the road to the trees in 
the neighbor's yard, but now they come here because the 
trees are gone.” 

There is more awareness now of the problems that 
come from stripping the land of its trees. The destruction 
of the Amazon rain forest was a global wake-up call. Be- 
cause of past abuses, people have discovered more solu- 
tions that bridge the needs of business with the needs of 
the environment. 

My wife remembers her trip to Germany in the late 
‘90s. One of her most cherished memories was of the old 
forests. The Germans, she said, are jealous of their trees. 
Like the Paughs, the Germans decided to harvest the trees 
in a way that stimulated the growth of the forest, thus 
allowing the business community and the environmental- 
ists to build a cooperative partnership. 

Yesterday, the residents of this area allowed the trees 
to be cut. Today, 100 years later, Garrett County stands 
poised once again at a crossroads. Serious choices have to 
be considered. All people who live here, all people who 
come here for pleasure, and all people who own property 
and work here have a stake in the outcome. For better or 
worse, it will be these people who ultimately determine 
the future of the county. What will that future look like?

Last year the center pro- 
vided assistance to 428 
adults and 86 children. The 
funding’ for the center 
comes from a mix of: fed: 
eral, state, and local 
sources. The individuals 
served range from people 
who have’ cars, jobs, and 
places to live, to those who 
arrive with only the clothes 
on their. backs, no job skills, 
no transportation, and no 
shelter. 


"In cooperation with 
agency partners in the com- 
munity, we do our best to 
help everyone, regardless of 
their circumstances," stated 
Han-line. 

When their world began 
to fall apart as victims of 
abuse became more and 
more frightened of their 
spouses, they would remem- 
ber a billboard they saw ora 
pamphlet about the center. 
Or often agencies or others, 
such as the police, would 
refer them to the center. 

“Entering shelter is not 
the only way to get assis- 
tance from the Dove Cen- 
ter," Hanline said. "We pro- 
vide a range of safety plan- 
ning services, including as- 
sistance in obtaining protec- 
tive orders, 911 cell phones, 
and formalizing a plan for 
leaving an abusive relation- 
ship safely. We also empha- 
size that escaping the abuse 


is just the beginning. It will. 


take time and support to 
heal from the devastating 
psychological effects of the 
abuse. If you are a victim, 
you are not alone, and the 
Dove Center is here to 
help." 

Meaghan is taking anti- 
depressants now, temporar- 
ily she says, and she regu- 
larly sees a counselor. Alice 
walks with the certainty of a 
woman with self-esteem. 
Both say that their lives 
would not have turned for 
the better had it not been for’ 
the Dove Center. 

"These stories are inspir- 
ing and are proof that we 
can make a difference," said 
Hanline. "Everyone knows 
someone who has been hurt 
by domestic or sexual vio- 
lence. Therefore, everyone 
needs to take steps to end it. 
How? If you are concerned 
that someone is being 
abused, tell them, in a non- 
judgmental way, and sup- 
port them in any way that 
they request. Keep Dove 
Center brochures and con- 
tact mformation in the rest- 
rooms of your business. If 
you work in an agency that 
serves victims, treat them 
with respect and dignity. 
Hold perpetrators of abuse 
accountable for their ac- 
tions. Volunteer for your lo- 
cal program. There are 
many ways to be involved 
in ending these crimes."

Pentecostal church, speak- 
ing in tongues. 

They soon discover that 
Appalachian life is one of 
attenuation: family and 
friends die or move away, 
steady jobs become impossi- 
ble to maintain as Sid devel- 
ops work-related injuries, 
Janet feels increasingly 
trapped by the land she 
comes from. As Sid's life 
spirals into a series of odd 
jobs, bar brawls, and dog- 
fights, Janet discovers new 
worth — and a hidden tal- 
ent for destruction. 

"This is the story of con- 
temporary Appalachia, 
from within," the publishers 
wrote. 

Skipper received a pub- 
lic-school vocational educa- 
tion, then served in the U.S. 
Navy during the Vietnam 
era. A career in the con- 
struction supply industry 
progressed from menial jobs 
to a top-level management 
position in a multi-store 
retail outlet. In 1999, at the 
age of 47 and shortly after 
paying his youngest son’s 
final college tuition bill, 
Skipper resigned his posi- 
tion to pursue companion 
lifetime goals: his own col- 
lege education and a career 
as a novelist. 

The award of the prestig- 
ious Jack Kent Cooke 
Graduate Scholarship pro- 
pelled him to a graduate 
degree in writing. Skipper 
lives near his birthplace in 
Garrett County, where he 


plays the banjo, and builds 
musical instruments. 

“Tear Down the Mountain 
is a welcome addition to 
fiction set in contemporary 
Appalachia. This, book is 





terrific," wrote Chris Offutt, 
author of Kentucky Straight. 
"Roger Skipper knows the 
landscape, the people, their 
values, how they feel, and 
what they say to each other.

When Lowe's paid $35 mil- 
lion for naming rights to the 
old Charlotte Motor 
Speedway in 1999, Jimmie 
Johnson was driving the No. 
92 Chevrolet sponsored by 
Alltel. 

But soon after Johnson 
joined Hendrick Motorsports . 
and started driving the No. 48 
Lowe’s-sponsored Chevy, he 
seized control of the speed 
way, which is located just 
around the corner from his 
team’s shop. 

His first Cup start at 
Lowe’s, which also was his 
Cup debut, gave no indication 
of the domination to come. 
He started 15th, crashed on 
Lap 192 and finished 39th. In 
the nine races since, he has 
won five times and has a sec 
ond- and third-place fmish. 

He also has two Cup poles 
and two victories in the all- 
star race held there each May. 

So it’s understandable that 
he’s looking forward to this 
weekend's Bank of America 
500, the fifth of 10 races in the 
Chase for the Nextel Cup. 
After crashing on the last lap 
at Talladega Superspeedway 
on Sunday, he’s eighth in the 
Standings, 156 points behind 
leader Jeff Burton.

In NASCAR, as in other entities, the realities of the business 
world have a way of impacting even the longest-standing rela- 
tionships. Two decades-long partnerships in the NASCAR 
garage are coming to an end. Mark Martin is 
leaving car owner Jack Roush and the No. 6 
Ford, ending a pairing that began in 1988. 
And after 21 years, GM Goodwrench is step- 
ping aside as primary sponsor of Richard 
Childress’ flagship car in favor of Shell Oil 
and its Pennzoil brand. 

GM Goodwrench, which sponsors the No. 
29 Chevy now driven by Kevin Harvick (and 
previously the No. 3 driven by the late Dale 
Earnhardt) will become an associate sponsor. 

In Martin's case, MB2 Motorsports offered 
him just what he was seeking — a part-time Nextel Cup ride 
with a full-time team. He’ll drive 22 races, with rookie Regan 
Smith running the rest. 

It was a deal Roush was unable to match, especially since he’s 
already under orders from NASCAR to cut his five-car Cup op- 
gration to four, the maximum limit set last year by NASCAR of- 

icials. 

Martin's former teammate. Jeff Burton, said Martin’s deci- 
sion to leave Roush shouldn’t be seen as an indication of prob- 
lems or bad feelings at Roush. It’s just business. he said. 

“From my perspective, it just seems like the business struc- 
ture didn’t match what Mark wanted to do. I wouldn't read any 
more into it than that,” Burton said. “Mark's idea of what he 
wanted and Roush’s idea just didn't mesh.

I’m looking forward to the 
race [at Lowe’s],” Johnson 
said. “We're going to run the 
Busch car and the Cup car, so 
I'll get a lot of extra time on 
the track with the Busch car 
that weekend.” 

Like other drivers on the 
circuit, Johnson is wonder- 
ing how the track surface will 
mesh with the tire compound 
selected by Goodyear. The 
Bank of America 500 is just 
the second race run since a 
complete repaving of the 1.5- 
mile oval. 

It appears that the tire sup- 
plier will come with some- 
what softer. tires than the 
tires run in the Coca-Cola 600 
in May. 

“I'm real curious, and I'm 


sure everyone is, as to how 
the track is going to be,” 
Johnson said. “We've had 
some time and some other 
things have gone on at the 
track. Is the track going to be 
as tough to get a hold of when 
the sun’s out or not? I think 
those are questions we're 
going to have answered here 
shortly.” 

Johnson is taking the car 
that won the all-star race in 
May, the same car he domi- 
nated with at Kansas 
Speedway before a late fuel 
stop and pit road speeding 
penalty put him out of con- 
tention. 

Matt Kenseth, who got the 
first of his 14 career Cup vic 
tories at Lowe’s, said he be- 


lieves softer tires will mean 
better racing for fans and 
drivers. 

“I think the tire [in May] 
was a little too hard to put on 
a good race. so I think they 
softened up the left-side tire a 
little bit,” he said. “If they 
did that, I think the racing 
will be much better I don’t 
think there’s anything wrong 
with the track as far as rac- 
ing there, it's just the tire was 
so hard to get (traction].” 

Kenseth said he thinks the 
tire company became conser- 
vative after blown tires were 
an issue in earlier races. 

“It was just so incredibly 
hard because they were para-, 
noid of having tire issues,” 
he said.

Red Clover: Source of Plant Estrogen 
Red clover belongs to the family of plants called 
legumes, which are found widely throughout Europe 
and North America. It has been used in the treatment of 
lung diseases, skin conditions, and women's health 
disorders. The flower portion of the plant is used for 
medicinal purposes. Red clover contains substances 
these are also known as 
phytoestrogens (plant estrogens).

e Help! My backyard lawn has 
e brown spots all over it from 
my chocolate Lab “Jake” 
does his hosiness. How can I get him 
to_ just 20_in a certain area?.I’'m 
tired of kaving to go around every 
Saturday amd pick up his Iittie 
“gifts.” Ami how can I get rid of the 
brown spots? — A Reader in Jack- 
sonville, Fla. 
« Getting a pet — especially dogs 
e— to do their business in a par- 
ticulan spot, without supervision, is 
difficult but not impossible. You will 
need to supervise when and where 
Jake eliminates, and you will need to 
stop him from identifying the back 
yard as a giant “go spot.” 

You have two options: Put Jake on a 
leash morning and evening and take 
him for a nice walk, so he eliminates 
away from the house (carry pickup 
bags with you); or, select a spot in the 
yard and train him to go there. 

When it’s time for him to go out 
back, don’t just open the door. Put him 
on his leash and take him to the select- 
ed comer (ideally, a spot with dirt or 
sand) for about five to 10 minutes. 
Encourage him (nicely) to “go.” If he 
doesn’t eliminate, take the leash off 
and let him play. If he does, give him a 
treat and lots of praise. Repeat these 
techniques daily; Jake has to change 
his elimination routine. 

The brown spots in the grass are 
caused by Jake’s urine, which has a 
high nitrogen content. Spots that have 
been there a long time may need to be 
reseeded. The only certain way to 
reduce brown spots is to reduce the 
excess nitrogen by watering the area 
after Jake goes inside — at least until 
he gets accustomed to using the 
selected spot.

Eating Right with Nutrient- Dense Foods 

We are still learning about what it means to eat right. 
Good nutrition can be defined differently from person to 
person. Overall everyone should try to get most of their 
nutrients from foods, but to only eat the amount that the 
body needs. It is important to make every food choice a 
good one, one that will give us the most energy, vitamins, 
and minerals, and the most satisfaction from hunger pos- 
sible, without overloading us. 

As we age, our budies stop growing and our ability to 
build new tissue decreases. We do not need as many calo- 
ries to be healthy, but we still need as much of more of 
the same nutrients-protein, carbohydrates, fats, vitamins, 
and minerals to maintain daily functions. That's why we 
nved nutrient-dense foods; these foods are good for keep- 
ing us healthy because they have a large amount of nutri- 
tion in relationship to their calorie counts. 

Most nutrient-dense foods can be found by shopping 
the edges of the supermarket in the breads and cereals, 
produce, dairy, meat, poultry, and fish sections. Rather 
than indulging in the convenient food selections, if you 
eat one food from each of these sections of the supermar- 
ket at every meal, you will be on your way to eating well. 

' Calories in Should Equal Calories Out 

Beyond choosing the right foods, we also need to eat 
. the right amounts of food. A calorie is a measure of the 
energy the food supplies. If you eat calories and do not 
use the energy from the calories in your activities, your 
body stores the energy as fat for later-use. This was a great 
way to help us when our food supply was limited and our 
physical demands were great. Now that we have food 
rcattly avatlabteand we Go Hot get as much physical ac- 
tivity, we do not need to store energy. Instead we need to 
eat just the right amount of calories to supply enough en- 
ergy for our activities, without excess calories that can 
turn into fat. 

It is a simple matter of balance. If the calories that you 
take in through your food go out through your activities, 
you will maintain your current weight. If you consistently 

- eat more calories than you use up, you will gain weight. 
To lose weight, you need to regularly eat fewer calories 
than your activities require. 

You can estimate whether or not you are eating the 
right amount of calories by looking in the mirror or step-

Forestry, Parks Unit In Parade To 
Honor 100 Years Of Restoration 


by Offutt Johneon 
A Forestry and State 
Parke Centennial Unit is 
appearing for the first time 
in the Autumn Glory Pa- 
rade to celebrate the 100th 
anniversary of forestry and 
state parks in Maryland. 
This year marks a cen- 
tury of efforts to restore 
healthy forests in Maryland 
and Garrett County on both 
public and private land, and 
also to conserve the natural 
and historic lands of the 
existing state parks. 
One hundred years ago 
Maryland's forests and 


much of the forests east of 





the Mississippi had been 
harvested more than once. 
What trees remained were 
small — mostly of seedling 
or sapling size. Vast tracts 
of cutover landscapes met 
the eye, and forest fires fre- 
quently burned where re- 
maining woodlands strug- 
gled to survive. 

An Autumn Glory cele- 
bration in 1906 would not 
have been possible, for most 
of the countryside lacked 
the extensive tree cover that 
is there today. 

In 1906 Maryland citi- 
zens and legislators con- 
fronted the problem of tree- 





less landscapes and became 
the third state to start pro- 
gressive conservation efforts 
to restore forest land. The 
Garrett County Historical 
Society points out that these 
early conservation programs 
got their start through dedi- 
cated efforts of people from 
Garrett County. 

To heip teli this success 
story, a Forestry and State 
Parks Centennial Unit is 
appearing for the first time 
in the Autumn Glory Pa- 
rade, and it is provided 
through cooperative efforts 
of the following government 
and private organizations: 
the Garrett County Histori- 
cal Society, Deep Creek 
Lake State Park, Potomac- 
Garrett State Forest, Green 










Ridge State Forest, Paul 
Durham's Heritage Resour- 
ces LLC, Exhibit and Natu- 
ral Resources Plarming Co., 
Mountaineer Log & Siding 
Company, the Darrell Mar- 
tin Farm, Southern High 
School Drama Department, 
Yough Glades Elementary 
School, Boy Scout Troop |! 
of Oakland, and Jane Avery 
and Our Town Theatre. 

The banner carriers from 
Boy Scout Troop One in 
Oakland represent the thou- 
sands of boy scouts who in 
the last 100 years have pro- 


vided service projects to 
enhance and improve Mary- 
land’s Forestry and State 
Park programs. The Boy 
Scouts began work in the 
1900s building foot bridges, 
planting trees, and develop- 
ing camp sites on the state 
forest reserves. Numerous 
“Eagle Scout” projects have 
more recently provided 
needed interpretive signs 
and facilities such as orien- 
teering courses and beautifi- 
cation projects,

During the "Great De- 
pression," from 1933 to 


1942, a massive federal con- 
servation emergency works 
program provided boys on 
welfare the option of enroll- 
ing in Civilian Conservation 
Corps camps (CCC). There 
were 4,000 CCC camps in 
the U.S., 30 of which were 
in Maryland. 

The CCC camps pro- 
vided meaningful work, 
"three" square meals, $1 a 
day pay, medical services, 
and a high school educa- 
tion. It was the only chance 
for opportunity at a time 
when the future looked dis- 
mal for most young men. 

The CCCs built most of 
the state and national parks. 
These projects included 
building lakes, cabins, pavil- 
ions, trails, campgrounds, 
and roads. They also fought 
forest fires, planted millions 
of trees, and restored his- 
toric places such as Fort 
Frederick and the Washing- 
ton Monument near Boons- 
boro. 

The lakes, cabins, and 
roads at Herrington Manor 
and New Germany were all 
built by the "CCC Boys." 
The CCC Boys are repre- 
sented in the Autumn Glory 
Parade by Southern High 
School students who are 
taking drama classes, and 
from the Maryland Conser- 
vation Corps. These  stu- 
dents are portraying CCC 
Boys from Camp S-51, 
Company 304 CCC, Poto- 
mac State Forest — also 
known as "Camp Potomac."

Leaf Pick-Up - For the next several weeks leaf pick-up 
will be provided once or twice per week on an as-needed 
basis, with regular pick-up to begin in late October or 
early November. Residents are reminded to abide by the 
following requirements: 

Leaves are to be placed for pick-up beside town roads 
(not alleys), in the ditch-line, and not more than 10 feet 
from the paved road. 

Bags or containers used to collect leaves should be 
emptied by the roadside. The leaf truck is designed to al- 
low one operator to collect loose leaves. Collection of 
bagged leaves defeats the purpose and increases the cost 
of collection to residents. 

Leaf piles should contain only leaves and very small 
twigs. Limbs and branches should be segregated in a sepa- 
rate pile for brush collection on the last Friday of each 
month. Large pieces of wood and other foreign objects 
may damage the vacuum hose and/or the impeller blade, 
and create a hazard of injury to the operator.

Sewer Rehabilitation Project Update (Phase 2D - Line test- 
ing continues on the newly installed sewer lines and man- 
holes, and is expected to be completed within the next 
week. The contractor has completed the majority of the 
reclamation and clean-up on the project. Final clean-up, 
including paving, re-establishment of lawns, and replace- 
ment of trees and shrubs will be completed in spring 2007. 

Sewer Mapping Project - The town has nearly com- 
pleted the sewer mapping project, which is fully funded by 
a Community Development Block Grant. Thrasher Engi- 
neering Inc. has performed all of the fieldwork and map- 
ping in order to create a computer-based GIS (Geograph- 
ical Information System) of the town's sewer system, in- 
cluding main sewer lines, laterals, manholes, pumping 
stations, etc. Once operational, the system will allow the 
town staff to quickly identify line locations, plan for ex- 
pansion of the sewer system, schedule maintenance tasks, 
and identify recurring problems. The system also allows 
maps of other utllity systems (water, gas, electricity, and 
cable) to be imported as separate overlays. It is expected 
that the system will help contain maintenance and con- 
‘struction costs.

You really 
need to go on some lack 
roads to see the best. Amish 
Road is truly lovely in the 
fall, and more adventurous 
folks should go down Frank 
Brenneman Road. ‘The 
scenery 1 see makes me cry 
because it is so beautiful. 

If those doom-sayers are 
correct, our harvest moon 
will not be able to perform 
its traditional role. It gets its 
mame because it sheds 
enough light to allow larm- 
ers to continue the harvest- 
ing of their crops well into 
the night. | can't imagine 
how bad my ancestors felt 
living here in the winter and 
facing a long winter. ‘they 
didn't have electricity to 
light the long dark nights, or 
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oil furnaces to keep them 
warm. Although the idea of 
open horse-drawn sleighs 
might seem romantic, I 
think it must have been a 
pretty cold way to travel. 
The harvest moon is the 
closest full moon to the fall 
equinox or first full day 
Right now we have 12 
hours of light and the same 
amount of darkness. At 7 


p.m. almost all the light is 
faded, with just a bit of left- 
over sunset. At 7 a.m. the 
sunrise wins the battle with 
the night. At 8 am. it 1s 
now full light. You can see 
colors outside, but at the 
same time in the evening 
the colors fade into black. 
Unfortunately, it won't be

“has the upper hand, but 
when we get a full moon 
over snow cover the night is 
pretty bright. 


It is amazing how fog lies 


across in the Bittinger area. 
It is trapped between Negro 
and Meadow mountains. 
We do not live on a moun- 
taintop, but on a tableland 
between the two mountains. 
It is no way a valley either. 
I believe that our farm is 
over 2,000 feet above sea 
level. In fact, I think it is at 
about 2,850 feet. 


It is a unique ecological 


system in Maryland. We 
have more fresh wetlands 
than any other place. The 
two mountains act like a 
funnel in winter, 
the snow and winter across 
the tableland. Only the high 
point on a mountaintop gets 
winter weather comparable 
to the Bittinger Glade re- 
gion.

The Garrett County commissioners iast Tuesday 
signed a proclamation declaring October as Breast 
Cancer Awareness Month. "This time is set aside to 
emphasize the importance of breast cancer screening 
in the fight against breast cancer," said a GC Health 
Department spokesperson.

WHEREAS, the Mayor and Town Council of Friendsville Is 
authorized by Article 23A of the Maryland Annotated Code 
and by the Friendsville Town Charter to enact ordinances to 
protect the health, safety and welfare of residents of and visi- 
tors to the Town of Friendsville; and 

WHEREAS, on March 15, 2005, the Mayor and Town 
Council of Friendsville adopted a zoning ordinance, which 
included brief synopses of the desired land use and lot size 
requirements for the Suburban Residential, Town Residential 
and Town Center Zoning Districts: and 

WHEREAS, the Friendsville Zoning Ordinance has been 
found to contain scrivener's errors within the above- 
referenced synopses relating to the desired land use and lot 
size requirements within each zoning district, said lot size 
requirements being conectiy stated for these zoning districts 
within each respective zoning district's subsection entitied 
“Lot, Yard and Height Requirements: and 

WHEREAS, the Friendsville Mayor and Town Council find 
it prudent to amend the zoning ordinance to correct the cur- 
rent introductory paragraph regarding the desired land use 
and lot size requirements within each zoning district to agree 
with the stated Lot. Yard and Height Requirements; 


NOW THEREFORE, IT IS HEREBY ORDAINED AND 
RESOLVED, that the referenced sections of the Friendsville 
Zoning Ordinance are hereby amended, as set forth below. 

WHEREAS the introductory paragraph of Article 4, Section 
407 “SR" Suburban Residential District of the March 15 
2005, Zoning Ordinance states: 

“This district would accommodate single-family detached 
homes and duplex homes in a suburban setting. Minimum lot 
Size of (20,000 square feet for single-family homes and 
12,500 square feet per unit for duplex homes are recom- 
mended.)

County Plan For Development Needs 


As many as 124,000 new 
housing units could be built 
in Garrett County in the next 
25 years, vasesm.on prowth 
capacity projections being 
conducted by state and lo- 
cal planning commissions. 
In the Deep Creek Lake 
watershed alone, the total 
Capacity may be 20,298, 
Director John Nelson, Gar- 
rett County Department 
of Planning and Land De- 
velopment, reported to the 
county commissioners on 
Tuesday. 

Nelson stressed that 
these figures were only pre- 
liminary and that his de- 
partment ts still trying to 
find out why the number of 
available lots are not match- 
ing up with tax records and 
census data. 

“These numbers will be

modified and tweaked,” he 
said about the growth pro- 
jections. 

The analysis is based on 
such factors as the county’s 
building history, subdivision 
controls, and availability of 
land (minus sensitive ar- 
eas, wetlands, parks, etc.). 
Growth projections will be 
used for a variety of plan- 
ning purposes, including 
establishing additional land 
development policies for the 
county's new comprehen- 
sive plan, Nelson said. 

The projections will also 
help the county estimate 
how new development will 
affect the need for new 
roads, schools, public utili- 
ties, and other items.

Now Open On Memorial Drive 


The Mountain Laurel 
Medical Center, located in 
the lower level of the Re- 
gional Eye Center on Me- 
morial Drive in Oakland, 
Officially opened last week 
with a ribbon cutting and an 
open house. 

Jill Utterback, chief ex- 
ecutive officer, welcomed 
approximately 50 guests and 
introduced the MLMC staff. 
“I’m sure that many people 
are wondering, ‘What's the 
big deal? It’s just a medical 
Office.’ Sure, we are a fam- 
ily practice medical office, 
but we are much more,” she 
said. “Our ultimate goal is 
to improve the health status 
of underserved populations, 
and in Garrett County, that 
primarily means the unin- 
sured.” 

MLMC offers a discount 
program based on fam- 
ily size and income. This is 
made possible through a fed- 
eral grant intended to reduce 
health care costs for people 
with no health insurance or 
limited incomes. 

“We are here to provide 
health care to every indi- 
vidual, whether they have 
insurance or not,” Utterback 
said. 

In addition, MLMC offers 
case management services 
that link patients to other 
health, human services, and 
financial programs in the 
community such as medica- 
tion assistance, transporta- 
tion, and other services that 
may help improve the health 
of the patient and their fam- 
ily, she added. 

Construction was com- 
pleted on the lower level of 
the Regional Eye Center at 
the end of September. “We 
are very fortunate to oc- 
cupy such an attractive and 
well-designed space, and we 
are grateful to Dr. Stephen 
Powell and Regional Eye 
Associates for leasing it to 
us,” said Utterback. MLMC 
is sharing the lower level 
with Independent Dialysis 
Foundation. 

“Our experience in work- 
ing with Dr. John Sadler and 
the staff of IDF has been 
excellent,” she said. "We 


neighbors and are pleased 
that dialysis services are now 
available in Garrett County.” 
MLMC’s new medical office 
consists of @ reception and 


waiting area, six examina- 
tion rooms, and three of- 
fices. 

Utterback estimates that 
MLMC will begin seeing 
patients sometime during 
the week of October 23. 

“We need another week 
so that we can get settled 
and work out some technical 
issues in our new location. 
We want to make sure that 
our staff and facility are 
ready to provide our patients 
with first class service.” 

When the medical center 
opens, office hours will be 
from 8:30 a.m. until 5 p.m., 
Monday through Friday.

Garrett County’s 
Recycling, Rate 
Drops 4 Percent 


The Maryland Depart- 
ment of the Environment 
has completed its review of 
Garrett County’s Maryland 
Recycling Act tonnage re- 
port for calendar year 2005. 
The county’s recycling rate 
was 45.96 percent, with 
a waste diversion rate of 
46.96 percent, announced 
recycling coordinator Kim 
Madigan, Garrett County 
Solid Waste and Recycling 
Division. 

Those figures are down 
from the previous year when 
the county realized a recy- 
cling rate of 50.4 percent. 

“In 2003, the recycling 
rate was 18.9 percent,” Ma- 
digan said. “Since then, the 
recycling rate has great-ly 
improved. This increase is 
largely due to exceptional 
reporting by businesses and 
outstanding efforts by Gar- 
rett County residents. 

The Maryland Recycling 
Act requires that Garrett 
County divert at least 15 per- 
cent of its waste to recycling 
programs. All counties in 
Maryland report their recy 
cling tonnages to MDE for 
review and approval. 

In the 2000 session of 
the Maryland General As- 
sembly, the Senate passed 
a joint resolution creating 
a voluntary statewide waste 
diversion goal of 40 percent. 
This goal consists of a 35 
percent recycling rate and up 
to percent credit for source 5 
reduction. Taking the source 
reduction credits into ac- 
count, Maryland achieved 
a 42.61 percent statewide 
diversion rate in 2005, ac- 
cording to Madigan. 

“Garrett County Solid 
Waste and Recycling and 
the board of county com- 
missioners would like to 
congratulate the residents 
and businesses for the im- 
provement in their recycling 
efforts,” she said. “We all 
need to keep up the good 
work. Although the county 
has reached a 45.96 percent 
recycling rate, we will con- 
tinue to encourage residents 
and businesses to not only 
recycle every day, but also 
reduce waste at the source.” 

Source reduction in- 
volves the design, manu- 
facture, purchase, or use of

DOT Holds Annual “Tour” Mtg.; 
Residents Oppose Oakland Bypass. 


Garrett County will re- 
ceive $78 million over the 
next six years for local 
transportation needs. Of 
that funding, $42 million 
will come from highway 
user revenues, Maryland De- 
partment of Transportation 
Secretary Robert Flanagan 
announced Friday morn- 
ing to a standing-room-only 
crowd at the Garrett County 
Courthouse. Many of those 
in attendance voiced their 
Opposition to the Oakland 
bypass. 

As part of their an- 
nual statewide fall “tour,” 
Flanagan and other State 
Highway Administration 
Officials reviewed state and 
local projects outlined in the 
DOT's fiscal year 2007-2012 
Consolidated Transporta- 
tion Program (CTP) draft. 
The total state budget for 
this period is $13 billion, 
Flanagan noted. 

“The level of support in- 
creased when Senator Hafer 
and Delegate Edwards vot- 
ed to increase funding for 
transportation,” Flanagan 
told the audience. “That not 
only increased the money we 
had to work with that made 
these projects possible, but 
also increased the money 
going to you and other local 
governments through high- 
way user revenues.”

Bobby Fisher reviewed proj- 
ects currently under way or 
slated for FY 2007.

Study Says Tough High School 
Courses Aid College Performance 


the Maryland Higher Edu- 
cation Commission study 
said. 

"A very large percentage 
of Maryland's college-bound 
students- - it exceeds one 
third - enter a Maryland 
college or university with- 
out that kind of rigorous 
preparatory program," said 
the study's main author, Dr. 
Michael J. Keller, the direc- 
tor of policy analysis and 
research at the Higher Edu- 
cation Commission. 

The study divides stu- 
dents into "core" and "non- 
core" groups, or those who 
take the high school courses 
that the University System 
of Maryland deems appro- 
priate for college prepara- 
tion--four years of English, 
at least three of mathemat- 
ics and social science, and 
two years of natural sci- 
ences and foreign language 
— and those who do not. 

"Core" students have 
shown consistently higher 
grade point averages after 
the first year of college math 
and college English than 
"non-core" students since 
the study began to separate 
the two groups in 2002. 

Keller emphasizes in his 
introduction that rates of 
students needing remedial 
math classes in college have 
been steadily rising for 
every graduating class and 
every demographic group 
over the past six years. 

The question, he said, 
isn't why students who take 
tougher courses score high- 
er, but how to get the mes- 
sage across to schools, 
teachers and parents that 
taking the right courses is 
essential to being prepared 
for college. 

Maryland education offi- 
cials have a number of dif- 
ferent viewpoints on just 
how that can be achieved.

growth will occur,” Nelson 
said. "This means making 
projections so we can take 
measures to make improve- 
ments to the infrastructure.”

Smonk 
by Tom Franklin

What did you want to be when you grew up? 

If you are of a certain age, you might've said you 
wanted to be an astronaut or a nurse or a doctor. 

A good percentage of us, though, wanted desperately 
to be a cowboy. We wanted to ride with Matt Dillon. We 
longed to shoot like the Rifleman. We wanted to be Little 
Joe. We wanted heroism, cowpoke style. 

But sometimes, the hero in those old oaters wasn't so 
heroic. In the new novel Smonk by Tom Franklin, you'll 
meet the newest, rottenest gunslinger the South has ever 
known. 

Although he has a way with the ladies, nobody knows 
what makes Eugene Oregon Smonk so appealing. Smonk 
is short, just five and a quarter feet tall. His shoulders are 
wide and his arms are hairy as a bear's. He has one eye, 
bandy legs, bad teeth, stringy red hair, a scruffy beard, a 
bad cough, rheumatism, ague, and syphilis. 

And yet, within minutes of his arrival in almost any 
town, women dance away from their husbands for the 
pleasure of E.O. Smonk's company. Some women follow 
Smonk when he leaves, and that makes their husbands 
rather testy. 

Which could be why the tiny town of Old Texas, Ala- 
bama, has set up an ambush in the courtroom where E.O. 
Smonk was to be tried. All the men were waiting with 
guns for Smonk. All the women, dressed in men's clothes, 
were watching. They'd never seen a real ambush before. 

At the same.time,.15-year-old. prestitute-Evavanzgetine 
was running for her life. Back in Louisiana, Evavangeline 
was Caught "in congress" with a man, but because she had 
shorn her hair, everyone thought she was a boy. Now the 
Christian deputies are after her, led by Captain Phail 
Walton, a Mama's boy who denies himself earthly pleas- 
ures, but who lusts after Evavangeline. 

When Smonk escapes from the courthouse, things 
really heat up in Old Texas. Will McKissick, son of the 
town's bailiff, is missing and presumed murdered. Many 
prominent townspeople are dead. The senior McKissick 
forms a posse of two and rides out to find his son and get 
revenge, but he learns that Smonk hasn't fled far. What is 
it about Old Texas that keeps people from leaving? 

Are you looking for Western that features a white- 
hatted, good-hearted hero and his sweet cowgirl friend? 

Keep looking, because Smonk isn't it. 

Smonk is nasty, funny, violent, bawdy, and I loved 
every word of it. 1 knew from the start that E.O. Smonk 
wasn't going to be like any other Western hero; in fact, 
he's hardly a hero at all, but author Tom Franklin makes 
him likeable in a strangely repulsive way. Add in a bit of 
the supernatural (circa the 1870s) and a few plot twists 
that are very much on the strange side and you have a 
novel that emphasizes the "eek" in “unique.” 

If you're looking .for-eomething unusual but un-put- 
down-able, look for Smonk. Be aware that, filled with 
"four-letter words" and gritty situations, this is not your 
Grandpa's western.

Hi, my name is Morgan Sanders, and | have a little 
brother named Kameron. What is different about my 
brother is that he has Down syndrome. Now, not very 


many people are aware of what Down syndrome is, but I 
can tell you, 


Your body is made up of cells. Those cells are so small 
that you need a microscope to see them. In those cells are 
even smaller things called chromosomes. Most people 
have 46, 23 from their mom and 23 from their dad. Kids 
with Down syndrome have 47, The number of Kameron's 
chromosomes was decided from inside my mom's body, 
before we knew she was even going to have a baby. There 
is no cure for Down syndrome but even if there was, I do 
not think our family would change anything. Just because 
he has Down syndrome does not stop anything. He still 
gets into trouble, and has his likes and dislikes. The only 
thing that they have that you don't is Down syndrome. 

Kameron has a regular life just like you and me. In the 
morning, my mom wakes him up and he watches Barney 
until he has to get ready for school. After he dresses, 
brushes his hair and teeth, my mom or my dad goes out- 
side and waits for the bus with him. Kameron rides a spe- 
cial bus. Then he goes to school. 


At school, he has friends just like everyone else. He 
also has an aide who stays with him so she can help him 
learn. She also keeps him from leaving the school. At 
school, he has fun and learns, too. After school, he rides 
home on the bus. He then watches Bamey until my 
brother Kody or I come home. Then I go and get him a 
drink and popcom. Of course, my mom is also there with 
Kameron. Later Kameron will still be watching TV. He 
loves TV. Later we will eat dinner, then he will go to his 
room and play. He will go to bed at 9. 

Some days he will make you just about pull your hair 
out. See, Kameron also has sensory integration disorder, 
and he cannot talk. Kameron interacts with sign lan- 
guage. Sign language is like talking with your hands. If he 
wants to do something and you say no, he will fight back. 
Some. of the things he_likestodo-are swim, 
swing, ride in our Jeep with the top down, and look at 
books. 

He is curious about the world, just like every other kid. 
He gives really good hugs, but my favorite are his kisses. 
He really is an angel.

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Poorer Children 
Imperiled By 


- Budget Shortfall

Facing a huge budget 
shortfall, Maryland may be 
forced to reduce health cov- 
erage for thousands of low- 
income children unless 
Congress acts quickly to 
close the funding gap, a 
recent policy study says. 

As it stands now, the 
Maryland Children's Health 
Insurance Program faces at 
least a $64.6 million short- 
fall and will operate on little 
more than half of the federal 
funding it needs for 2007, 
according to the Maryland 
Budget & Tax Policy Insti- 
tute. 

At least 16 other states 
face a collective $900 mil- 
lion to $950 million funding 
shortfall in the State Chil- 
dren's Health Insurance 
Program, a 10-year federal- 
State partnership grant, ac- 
cording to the analysis re- 
leased late last month. 

"Our feeling from the 
federal government is we're 
going to get the money," 
said Alonzo Robinson, the 
Program's supervisor at the 
Maryland Department of 
Health and Mental Hy- 
giene. 

But depending on the 
outcome of the Nov. 7 elec- 
tion, health care advocates 
aren't so sure that the lame- 
duck Congress will pass the 
legislation before adjourn- 
ing for the year. 

"If they don't authorize 
this money, Maryland is in 
trouble," said Leigh Cobb, a 
health policy consultant for 
Advocates for Children & 
Youth. 

Last year, the federal 
government stepped in to 
address funding gaps and 
Maryland has typically re- 
ceived additional money 
from a pool of unused funds 
from other states. 

Those __redistributions 
have been funding the pro- 
gram to a great extent over 
the years, but as other states 
have gotten their programs 
up and running, the pot is 
Shrinking, said Henry Fitz- 
er, a deputy budget director 
with the health department. 

If the bill is not passed 
this year, the Maryland 
General Assembly would 
bear the burden of coming 
up with additional funding 
and the program may have 
to resort to capping or freez- 
ing enrollment or raising 
monthly premiums. 

"Services could be cut," 
Robinson said. 

In a Sept. 19 letter to 
President Bush, 12 gover- 
nors, including Maryland 
Gov. Robert Ehrlich, asked 
Congress to “address the 
short-term funding shortfall, 
or states will be forced to 
drop children from their 
programs or move SCHIP- 
eligible children into al- 
caid programs." 

Maryland's program is an 
expansion of (Medicaid. 
Should the funding fall 
through, the state would 
recover what it could from 





Medicaid, which matches 
only 50 percent of health 
Care Costs, as opposed to the 
neaith program Ss 0) percent. 
There would still be a short- 
fall that the state would 
have to make up, said Fitz- 
er. 

More than 6 million low- 
income children and preg- 
nant women were enrolled 
nationally in 2005. More 
than 103,000 Marylanders 
were enrolled in the pro- 


gram this year, according to. 


the Department of Legisla- 
tive Services. 

To complicate matters, 
the program is up for re- 
authorization next year. 
Given its funding woes, 
there is already much dis- 
cussion about how future 
grants should be allocated 
and whether redistribution 
among states is an effective 
means of funding. 

Congress cannot just 
simply "write a check for 
$900 million when there's 
billions that states are sitting 
on and not spending,” said 
Becky Shipp, a Republican 
aide to the Senate Finance 
Committee, where the fund- 
ing proposal is stalled. 

Senate aides on both 


sides of the aisle agreed that 
the fate of the bill could 
depend on the Nov. 7 elec- 
tions. 

Sen. Barbara Mikulski, 
'D:Md:, is hopeful the bills 
will advance. She) will pay 
close attention as the pro- 
gram is reauthorized next 
year, wrote spokeswoman 
Melissa Schwartz, in an e- 
mall. “She will continue to 
work closely with members 
of the Finance Committee 
to make sure the Senate is 
addressing this issue.” 

Similarly, Rep. Chris 
Van Hollen, D-Kensington, 
said it's an urgent issue. 
"We're just going to push 
very hard," to have it be a 
priority in November, he 
said. 

But for low-income resi- 
dents, the threat of dimin- 
ished services is no legisla- 
tive exercise. 

"If you add premiums for 
low-income people they 
drop off the rolls," said 
Cobb. "Those are not good 
options.”

middle school in math," 
said Dr. Anne Osbom Em- 
ery, a member of the higher 
education commission. "A 
large part of these kids not 
getting to Algebra II [in 
high school] is that they 
can't do math in the middle 
schools.” 

Emery, chair of the com- 
mission's Education Policy 
Committee, believes that 
making higher math such as 
Algebra II and Trigonome- 
try requirements for gradua- 
tion might cut down on the 
growing numbers of. stu- 
dents who need help with 
college math. 

Keller believes the grow- 
ing numbers of students in 
remedial courses in college 
has more to do with lack of 
information about what it 
takes to succeed in college 
than it does with number or 
quality of classes in high 
school. 

"Some students can be in 
their junior or senior year 
and think, ‘Yeah, I really do 
want to go to college," said 
Bill Reinhard,'4 spokesman 
for the Maryland State De- 
partment of Education. 
Reinhard said some of the 
basic classes students like 
that would take in college 
would not be remedial be- 
cause they had not had a 
chance to take them in high 
school.

Storylines as the Cup Serles heads to Martinsville: 


Tough at the top 

After five of the 10 races in the Chase for the 
Nextel Cup, a clear leader finally has emerged. 

With a third-place finish in the Bank of America 
500 at Lowe’s Motor Speedway, Jeff Burton expand 
ed his points lead from six to 45 over second-place 
Matt Kenseth. Burton has been one of the fastest — 
and the most consistent — of the 10 drivers running 
for the title. If not for a late-race flat tire with 10 laps 
to go at Talladega. he'd have a comfortable lead. 

To get his third-place finish at Lowe’s, Burton had 
to rebound from being a lap down, but afterward he 
seemed more disappointed that he didn’t make a 
stronger bid for the lead. He said he was too cau- 
tious leaving the pits, trying to prevent transmis- 
slon problems that were plaguing his Richard 
Childress Racing teammates Kevin Harvick and 
Clint Bowyer. and stalled his car late in the race. 

Still, his closest competitors didn’t gain signifl- 
cantly on him in the standings. Even Kasey Kahne, 
who won the race and led the most laps, shaved just 
25 points off his deficit to Burton. 

Dale Earnhardt Jr. called Burton “the new 
Iceman,” referring to Terry Labonte's remarkable 
consistency in winning championships in 1984 and 
_ But Earnhardt also said Burton is still beat- 
able. 

“He’s not indestructible,” Earnhardt told re-

Burton agreed about not being indestructible. 

“We've had at least one less bad-luck race than 
Jimmie {Johnson] and Kasey [Kahne] and those 
guys,” he said.

Jeff Gordon has said he hates the “Drive for Five” 
slogan that his backers have used in recent seasons 
to promote his run for a fifth championship in the 
Cup series.

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Dogs and Cats Can 
Donate, Receive Blood 


el overheard a conversation 

today between two pet owners 
rsgarding a dog who needed emer- 
gency surgery. The dog's owner said 
that it hac received ws blood transfu- 
sion during the operation. How is 
this pomible? Where did the vet get 
the blood to do @ transfusion? — 
Curious in Boston 


AM pet owners don’t know 
e that e blood transfusion can be 
done for dogs and cats just as it is done 
for humans, and has been a feature of. 
veterinary medicine for at least SO 
years. Today, with the many complex 
health issues that vets are treating, 
transfusion medicine is growing 
repidly, with a greater need for donat- 
ed blood from four-legged volunteers. 

According to the Eastern Veterinary 
Blood Bank, blood components are 
used to treat disorders like anemia, 
parvovirus, pancreatitis and many oth- 
er illnesses. This is in addition to 
emergency transfusions like the one 
described by the pet owner above. The 
need for whole blood donations by 
pete has led to the development of 
donor centers and blood banks nation- 
wide. 

A healthy pet of a certain age and 
weight can be considered for dona- 
tion. Many benefits are offered by 
blood banks, including physical 
examinations, blood typing and chem- 
istry profile, and tests for heartworm 
and other bloodborne diseases. Dona- 


. tiona don’t take long to make, are not 


painful, do not require sedation and 
only take a small percentage of a pet's 
blood 


Blood banks are located nationwide 
and serve cities, states or regions. 
However, no central organization 
exists to help pet owners locate the 
nearest donation fecility. Owners can 
ask their veterinarian for information, 
perform a search online or check with 
schools of veterinary medicine to find 
out where e pet can donate and how a 
pet can quelify as a donor.

Q. Recently I visited a craft fair and saw. magnetic brace- 
lets and necklaces for sale, which are supposed to be very good 
for your health. Arve those health-claims true? 

The good news is that such jewelry won't hurt you. 
The bad news is that it’s very pricey, for no real benefit at 
all.

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round beads of the magnetic mineral hematite, which is 
iron Oxide, chemical formula Fe,O,. The individual beads 
look like ball'bearings: The bracelet closing mechanism is 
not a traditional clasp, but little magnets that stick to- 
gether pretty hard. If you want to take it off, you rotate 
those two magnets 90° and it comes apart easily. Nifty 
gimmick: 

You can decide whether or not wearing such jewelry 
looks nice. Basically, that would be the end of the story, 
except for the health claims that come with it. Written 
brochures from vendors summarize the various sales 
pitches: 

In pitch A, you wear the bracelet and "Magnets in- 
crease the blood flow, therefore, oxygen is increased in 
cells; hence less pain and inflammation.“ Moreover, "My 
own rheumatoid arthritis eased dramatically within one 
day!” 

In pitch B, you wear the bracelet and the iron oxide 
touching your skin gradually transfers iron across your 
skin, and “the iron is absorbed into your bloodstream, 
increases blood cells, and directly builds your immune 
system. As the oxygen enttrs your pores it starts to work 
increasing your circulation to your entire body.... Hema- 
tite can prevent and/or reduce symptoms of the following 
(list of 15 afflictions)." 

Now for a dose of reality: 

Magnetism is a force which is a cousin of electricity; elec- 
tricity comes from electric charges, and acts upon electric 
charges; magnetism is due to moving charges, and like- 
wise causes charged paiticles to move. Together, these 
two forces produce the electromagnetic field, which is practi- 
cally everywhere and includes everything from X-rays to 
light to microwaves to TV and radio signals. Human be- 
ings have adapted very well to various parts of the electro- 
magnetic spectrum over millions of years. 

In recent years people have been known to willingly 
stick their heads inside a big machine with a huge mag- 
netic field, in order to obtain a brain-map, via the medical 
test known as magnetic resonance imaging. Getting a suntan 
is a deliberate attempt to use a different portion of the 
electromagnetic spectrum to partially toast your skin. 
When we speak of “nuking” a slice of cold pizza in the 
microwave oven, yet another form of electromagnetism is 
put.to good use. 





In school, students often learn about electricity, par- 
ticularly in high school physics classes, but too often mag- 
netism remains at the “gee-whiz” level of amazing sci- 
ence. As a result, magnetism remains unknown, and car- 
ries with it a sense of mystery. Exploiting that popular 
image is the way that magical claims for magnetism can 
be sold to the public. 

The fact is that without electric charges to move 
around, magnetism can’t do much. Under very precisely 
tuned circumstances, magnetism can make electrons and 
nuclei spin around like little tops, and therein lies the prin- 
ciple behind magnetic resonance imaging. But a simple, 
steady magnetic field has no effect at all on the human 
body. 

For the case of blood flowing inside your body, the 
hemoglobin cells often carry iron atoms (which are mag- 
netic), but these are not charged particles, so a nearby 
magnetic field has no effect. Chemically, the bond of iron- 
to-hemoglobin is weak, but the effect of magnetic forces 
nearby are much weaker still. If you want to increase your 
rate of blood flow, go out and exercise. Wearing a mag- 
netic bracelet will have an effect less than about one bil- 
lionth the effect of walking down to the mailbox and 
back. 

As for iron and oxygen diffusing through your skin: A 
pitchman once said that after you wear the bracelet for 15 
or 20 years, you'll see that it's starting to wear down, be- 
cause some of the iron and oxygen have gone inside your 
body. That claim is complete nonsense. The total number 
of atoms moving that way is absolutely negligible. Oxy- 
gen in large quantities goes in and out through your lungs 
all the time, and not significantly through the pores of 
your skin. If you walk around on sand, how many atoms 
of silicon will go through your legs into your blood 
stream? If you rub your hand against something made of 
iron (say, a frying pan), how many iron atoms go through 
your skin? Five? Twenty? Take a small sip of orange juice 
and get 100 trillion atoms of iron. 

The numbers of iron atoms being transferred are so few 
as to be unmeasurable. However, that explains why no 
government agency has shut down the pitchmen. It is im- 
possible to “disprove a negative.” Nobody can prove that 
a dozen iron atoms are not doing something to you. 
A century ago, pitchmen at traveling shows would sell 
“snake oil” to cure whatever ails you. The persuasiveness 
of the pitch was based on the mystique surrounding 
snakes — the more unknown, the better. Selling magnetic 
gimmicks is virtually the same thing — the sales pitch relies 
on the customer having a “gee-whiz” feeling of awe and 
wonder where magnetism is concerned.

Twe Types of Rhialtis 

Rhinitis causes nasal congestion, sneezing, itching, and 
runny nose. This condition affects more than 50 million people 
in the United States. Rhinitis often occurs in people who have 
asthma. The two types of rhinitis are allergic and non-allergic. 
Allergic rhinitis occurs when allergens cause the immune 
system to release substances such as histamine and 
leukotrienes, which lead to the symptoms of rhinitis. Non- 
allergic rhinitis does not involve the immune system and usually 
occurs in adults. Symptoms such as nasal congestion, nasal 
inflammation, and runny nose occur year-round in non-allergic 
hinitis. 

Treatment of allergic rhinitis begins with a plan to identify 
and avoid triggers of symptoms for each individual person. 
Leukotriene antagonists may be prescribed to treat all the 
symptoms of allergic rhinitis. Antihistamines are also used to 
treat this condition. Nasal corticosteroid sprays and 
decongestant sprays are used to treat both types of rhinitis. 
Decongestant sprays should only be used for short periods of 
time as they may cause medication-induced rhinitis if used for 
long periods of time. Alergy shots may be considered for 
persons with persistent symptoms, and are administered over a 
3to 5 year period.

“Housing Projections Will 
Help Garrett County Plan 
for Development Needs” 
contained an error. The ar- 
ticle stated that “As many as 
124,000 new housing units

Two Charged 
With Baiting 
A Black Bear 


The Maryland Natural 
Resources Police (NRP) ar- 
rested two Jessup men Mon- 
day morning and charged 
them with baiting a black 
bear while hunting on pri- 
vate property off Cranesville 
Road near the Youghiogh- 
eny Mountain Resort. 

Kendall T. Hayden, 51, 
and Frederick C. Wieland 
Jr., 42, were charged with 
hunting black bear with the 
aid of bait after NRP re- 
ceived an anonymous tip 
from a concerned citizen. 
When officers arrived in the 
area they observed Hayden 
allegedly hunting from a tree 
stand over a baited area cov- 
ered in cookies and cakes.

Problems For Co. Election Boards

After electronic glitches 
made a mess of primary 
elections in some places, 
voting officials vowed that 
general elections would pro- 
gress without a bump. 

But with less than two 
weeks remaining before the 
Nov. 7 general election, 
many county elections 
boards have received only a 
small fraction of the paper

County election officials,

Ehrlich, Baltimore mayor 
Martin O'Malley, and 
Montgomery County execu- 
tive Douglas Duncan, who 
have urged voters to avoid 
the polls because of the foul- 
ups that marred the Sept. 12 
primary. 

Diebold Election Sys- 

tems Inc. - the company 
many say is responsible for 
the electronic glitches that 
marred the primary election 
- is also the company that 
is printing the paper ballots. 
Earlier this month, Diebold 
said that despite the publicly 
expressed concerns of elec- 
tion officials, the printing of 
the paper ballots was on 
schedule, and all counties 
would have them by Oct. 
14. 
__Instead, county officials 
say the paper ballots have 
trickled in, a box or two a 
day, far outnumbered by 
thousands of requests for 
them. 

Prince George's and 
Anne Arundel counties 
have received only 20 per- 
cent of the ballots they re- 
quested, county election of- 
ficials said. Howard County 
has received only 18 per- 
cent, Montgomery County 
has received 60 percent, and 
Baltimore City has received 
“less than half” of the ballots 
requested. 

A spokeswoman for Die- 
bold said the ballots are late 
because such a large num- 
ber of paper ballots for use 
as absentee and provisional 
ballots - 1.5 million - was 
requested. The demand for 
absentee ballots this year is 
close to demand in a presi- 
dential race, and on top of

Every day, every week, represents an anniversary 
of some kind.

Lisey's Story 
by Stephen King

How in-tune are you with your significant other? 
Can you read his thoughts across the room? Do you 
know exactly what she needs, almost before she knows it 
herself? Can you finish his sentences or anticipate what 


she's going to do next? 


Lisey thought she knew her late husband Scott quite 
well, but in the new novel Lisey's Story by Stephen King, 
there is much more to Scott's (after)life than Lisey can 


ever possibly imagine. 


Prize-winning author Scott Landon has been dead two 
years now, and though she realizes "it's time,” his widow 
Lisey has been resisting a chore she knows will eventually 
need to be done: clearing out the study that once belonged 


to her late husband. 


Old fans and university professors are clamoring for his 
papers, which might harbor an unfinished novel or un- 
published manuscript. The reality is that Scott's old files 
are a jumble of half-nonsensical notes filed haphazardly in 
his study upstairs in the bam that sits behind their Maine 
home. Scott's awards are there, too, as well as a ceremo- 
nial silver shovel that he got for a groundbreaking event 
that almost killed him a decade-and-a-half before he ulti- 


mately died of pneumonia. 


So now Lisey is trying to clean out Scott's rooms, and 
old memories flood her mind. Shc remembers their hon- 
eymoon, and the wintry picnic they had during an unex- 
pected snowstorm. She recalls the way Scott held her in 
his arms as he told her why they could never have chil- 
dren. And — as much as she'd like to forget — she remem- 
bers the things Scott told her about his childhood. 

At age 3, Scott was able to read and decipher clues that 
his older brother Paul devised. The boys called it a bool. 
A riddle. A pirate-treasure hunt with clues, the end prize 
being an RC soda or a candy bar. They did it to amuse 
themselves when their abusive father was away. 

But now the bool is on Lisey. A man with a southern 
accent keeps calling her, and he's demanding that she re- 
lease Scott's paperwork. He threatens to harm Lisey if she 


doesn't comply. 


Can the memories of Scott - or even Scott himself - 


help Lisey to survive? 
Hmm. 


On one hand, Lisey's Story represents a retum of 
Stephen King goodness that his earliest fans came to love. 
This new novel is big, bold, and tells a detailed story that 
will make you think before you get all the nuances.

Huskies Rack Up 357 Yards On 
The Ground; Mash Panthers 35-0 


In a dynamic perform- 
ance, the Northern Huskies 
varsity football team util- 
ized a powerful running 
attack and a hard-hitting de- 
fense on the way to a domi- 
neering 35-0 victory over 
Hancock last Thursday at 
Hancock. 

Powered by the running 
of Corey Carr and Blair 
Silbaugh, the, Husky offense 
scored five touchdowns on 
the ground and racked up 
357 yards rushing, 187 
alone in the first quarter. 
Not to be outdone, the 
Husky defense shut down 
Hancock's ineffective _ of- 
fense, allowing them a total 
of 24 yards rushing, II 
yards passing, and two first 
downs for the entire game. 

"Defensively, I thought 
we played real well again," 
said Husky head coach Phil 
Carr, "but I think that's been 
the case the last couple of 
weeks. That should help us 
in the next three games, and 
we're going to need it." 

Carr, who rushed for 106 
yards and two touchdowns 
on 14 carries, got the Hus- 
kies on the board at 9:01 in 
the first quarter with a one- 
yard plunge. The Huskies 
attempted and made the 
two-point conversion on a 
pass from Garrett Gulledge 
to Brock Glotfelty, giving 
Northern an early 8-0 lead. 
Silbaugh, who picked up 
102 yards on 14 carries, 
scored the first of his two 
touchdowns on a one-yard 
run with 4:17 left in the first 
period. Bryce Menges 
caught a two-yard pass from 
Gulledge for the extra point, 
as the Huskies increased 
their lead to 16-0.

slow down in the second 
period as Gulledge scored at 
the 10:38 mark on a three- 
yard run, and Silbaugh's 
five-yard scamper with 18 
seconds left in the period 
gave Northern an 18-0 half- 
time lead. 

Carr scored again with 
6:12 left in the third period 
on a 13-yard run, then 
kicked the extra point to put 
the Maryland 35 point rule 
into effect. The rule states 
that if a 35-point differential 
exists in the second half, the 
clock will not be stopped 
when: a) the ball goes out of 
bounds, b) a forward pass is 
incomplete, c) the score or 
touchback occurs (unless it 
reduces point spread to less 
than 35 points, and d) a fair 
catch is made or awarded. 

"I thought we executed 
very well — the best up to 
this point. We were doing 
the right things offensively 
and defensively; it all came 
together pretty well," Carr 
said. Northern had 21 first 
downs and no turnovers. 

TOMORROW 

Northern (3-4) will play 
the Westmar Wildcats (2-5) 
this Friday. “They are 
smaller than some of the 
other teams we've faced," 
Carr said, “but they have 
some speed on offense and 
some athletes who can 
make big plays.” 

Westmar runs a shotgun 
offense with four and some- 
times five wide receivers, 
and they rely on their short 
passing game. 

"The key to stopping 
their offense lies in the kind 
of pressure we can put on 
their quarterback. We need 
to keep him contained," 
Carr said. Returning from 
last year to lead the Wildcat 
offense is junior quarterback 
Jeremy Shingler (5-7, 155). 

According to Carr, Shin- 
gler has a nice arm and, if 
given time, can make the 
throws. One of his favorite 
targets is junior split-end 
Marcus McGinnis (5-10, 

150). “He's got good hands, 
and he's fast," Carr said, 
“and he's not afraid to catch 
the ball across the middle." 

Junior Adam Kolberg (5- 
5, 125), a wide receiver, is 
another play maker the 
Husky coach wants to con- 
tain. Senior Kaleb Smith (5- 
9, 185) is the starting run- 
ning back for the Wildcats. 
"They use him on swing 
passes and flares, and on the 
occasional running play,"

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Hunting Season For Upland Game 
Set For First Saturday In November 


Hunting seasons for up- 
land game species, includ- 
ing cottontail rabbit and 
bobwhite quail, are set to 
begin on Saturday, Nov. 4. 

Rabbits are abundant in 
brushy, weedy areas, and 
can be hunted with or with- 
out dogs. Based on annual 
bobwhite surveys, the lower 
Eastern Shore and certain 
areas of Southern Maryland 
hold the highest densities of 
quail, affording hunters in 
those regions the greatest 
chance for success. Al- 
though quail numbers have 
declined significantly, _re- 
seaich shows that huntmg is 
not the cause. 

“Habitat loss 1s the num- 
ber one problem facing our 
quail populations," said Bob 
Long, Department of Natu- 
ral Resource's (DNR) Up- 
land Game Bird Project 
Manager. “Quail thrive in 
brushy, weedy fields, and 
hedgerows — habitats that 
were once common 
have declined with chang- 
ing land use in_ recent 
years." 

There are a number of 
programs that provide in- 
centives for landowners and 
farmers to establish quail 
habitat. A relatively new 
program called "Habitat 


Buffers for Upland Birds" 


DNR continues to ex- 
plore a variety of research 
and management options, 
and has initiated a habitat 
restoration project at the 
Millington Wildlife Man- 
agement Area (WMA). As 
a result, bobwhite quail 
hunting at the Millington 
WMA will be prohibited 
during the 2006-2007 hunt- 
ing season in order to assess 
the benefits of ongoing 
management _ strategies. 
Hunting of other upland

game will not be affected on 
Millington WMA. 

Hunting season for rab- 
bits will remain open until 
Feb. 1, which coincides 
with the season closing date 
for quail in the eastern 
zone. Quail season in the 
western zone will close Jan. 
15.

As in the past, the 
season will only be open in 
Garrett, Allegany, and 
Washington counties with a 
bag limit of one turkey.

is probably the most impor- 
tant; it influences the num- 
ber of turkeys in the field, 
which in turn affects hunter 
Success and total fall har- 
vests. 

Although fluorescent 
Orange is not required for 
turkey hunters, hunters are 
advised to always take 
safety precautions. Hunters 
are encouraged to wear a 
fluorescent orange hat while 
moving, as well as tie an 
orange ribbon around a 
nearby tree at calling loca- 
tions. It is also important, 
DNR advises, for hunters to 
positively identify their tar- 
get and never stalk or sneak 
up on turkey sounds; it may 
be another hunter. 

Hunters should be aware 
of three regulations changes 
affecting fall turkey hunting: 
1) motorized or electronic 
turkey decoys are now pro- 
hibited, 2) handguns are 
now legal for fall turkey 
hunting, and 3) fall turkey 
hunters using shotguns are 
restricted to shot sizes #4, 
#5, or #6.

Mr. Mike Dreisbach, owner, purchased 45 acres in 1990 in the 
middle of 640 acres of Savage River State Forest, one of the best hunting areas 
in Garrett County. It looks like he doesn't want any hunters on his property. if 
this is the case why did he buy this land right in the middie of hunting territory? 
Maybe the lodge would be better suited in the Deep Creek Lake area? Several 
citizens and concerned hunters held a meeting at Olin McKenzie's farm. About 
75 people were present as well as Del. George Edwards. | met with Mr. 
McKenzie at his farm and | also met with many hunters. The hunters informed 
me that Mr. Dreisbach, lodge owner, had received permission from the 
Department of Natural Resources to put signs up on a 150 yard restricted zone- 


NO HUNTING NO WEAPONS ALLOWED. | was also informed that the 150 
yard zone has grown in size. Mr. Dreisbach also got permission to cut hiking 
trails on this state land, which is illegal. Mr. Dreisbach started running people off 


the trails, which is also illegal. 


The second article was written on Oct. 17, 2006. Del. Leroy Meyers has taken 
full responsibility. Why would a delegate from District 1 C have the right to make 


this call? Del. Meyers also said that he and Mr. Dreisbach are old friends from 
down east — Surprise, surprise. The message is our delegation in Western 
Maryland is saying that they do not care about the citizens who live here. They 
are only concerned about newcomers moving into the area. It seems that they 
have more rights than we do. State Forester Steve Koehn said the restricted 
zone is only on state property. My question is, If we hunters cannot use this 
state ground why should the residents of Maryland pay the taxes on this now 
dead land?

<4-7 with no sound restrictions. This law just makes gun collectors out of us 
because it is illegal to pull the trigger in these counties. | also point out the fact 
in 1991 when the COMAR laws were drafted and passed into law Del. George 
Edwards along with Kevin Kelly and Cas Taylor were in office. So much for that 
under the table Parris Glendening deal. They needed more grass seed money 
for Rocky Gap and gave Parris the big wink and sold us for more of 
Glendening’s gun laws.

Woman’s Plea 
Un Drug Charge 
Draws PBJ, Fine 


In recent District Court 
news, Kandy Sue Rosen- 
berger, 39, Markleysburg, 
Pa., pleaded guilty to posses- 
sion of marijuana and was 
handed a probation before 
judgment (PBJ), one year of 
unsupervised probation, and 
a $100 fine by Judge Edward 
A. Malloy Jr., according to 
court records. 

Bailiff Chuck Nolan 
searched and found a metal 
smoking pipe containing 
burnt residue of marijuana 
on Rosenberger after she had 
passed through the security 
check station in the district 
court building to testify as 
a defendant in a court case 
in June. Det. D. Teets of 
the Garrett County Sheriff's 
Office also found marijuana 
in Rosenberger’s purse, court 
documents showed. Rosen- 
berger was not prosecuted 
for possession of drug-re- 
lated paraphernalia. 

In other court news, Bri-
